Federal Jury Returns Verdict 
Under the Direction From 
Judge Anderson . 



RATE NOT ESTABLISHED 



Not Kriowh" Whether 
ton Autliorities Will Pro- 
ceed Furtlier 



■Chicago, JIarcb 10. — Tlio Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana today was 
found not guilty of accepting rebates 
from tlie Chicago and Alton Eaihvay 
company on shipments of oil from 
AVliiting,. Indiana, to East St. Louis, 
Illinois. The verdict was returiiod l)y 
a jur.v in tlie federal coiu-t on in- 
structions of .Judpro A. G. Anderson, 
who averred tli:it lie followed tlie cir- 
cuit court of appeal's decisions as to 
the verdict returned at the former trial 
of the same case, on wliieli verdict 
Judge Kono.saw Mountain Landis as- 
Eess(!d a fine of .$29,210,000. 

Judge Anderson's decision was not 
tmexpected, .as he had yesterday told 
the 'government prosecutors that'- the 
proof relied on the first trial was In- 
competent, nnd that it must bo com- 
pleted or fail. It was with something 
of an air of lioplessne.ss that District 
Attorney Sims and his assistants at- 
tempted to show tlie admissibility of 
the Illinois classification to i)rove the 
existence of a local rate of 18 cents, 
wlilch was a vital point in the govern- 
ment'.s contention. It was after As- 
sistant District Attorney H. "Willter- 
son had argued for two hours, and 
at ' thelend' adrhttted that, the prosccu- 
ion coijld not furnish thp further proof 
deemed*" necessary by the court for a 
conlinuflt^lon of the case,; that Judge 
Anderson decided. 

Mr. AVllkerson said that the govern- 
ment could proceed no furtlier, and 
suggested dismissal of the case. 

Attorney John .S. Miller, chief coun- 
sel in the case for the oil company, 
immediately moved that there be an 
instructed verdict of not guilty. The 
court so ordered, and the jury, which 
had been excluded during the argu- 
ments by the attorneys, was called in 
and charged. ,. - L i , .' 

The deolsldn ; of . k j.udgres.f, fficossoup, 
Baker and Seaman" of the "tTnited 
States circuit court of appeals, revers- 
ing Judge Landis, togetlier with tlie 
action of the Ifnited Slates Supremo 
court in refusing to icvlew the deci- 
sion of the coiu't of •••.ppoal.s, was as- 
signed as authority lor today's deci- 
sion. Judge Anderson quoted from tlie 
opinion of the appellate court Judges. 
The strongest expression In favor of 
his views, lie said, was the statement 
in that decision that "the most that 
wo can say is that the question Is one 
upon which Judges, after full dis- 
cussion, might very reasonably dis- 
agree." Continuing, he said: "The de- 
fendant is charged here by Indictment. 
"This a criminal offence. The defend- 
ant is presumed to be innocent until 
proved to be guilty lieyoiid all reason- 
able doubt, and before this jury would 
be justlllod in returning a verdict on 
a single one of these counts, it would 
have to be satisfied beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt, to such .a degree of 
certainty as to overcome the presump- 
tion of Innocence which surrounds this 
defendant. It would have to be satis- 
fled bpyonia all reasonable doubt that 
there was a definitely fixed 18 cent 
rate. The court of appeals h,as .said 
upon this same evidence, after liaving 
considered It in all its relations, after 
the evidence which was given, that 
they cannot say that these two pajiers, 
the railroad tariff sheet No. 2-1, and the 
Illinola classification really fixed any 
18 cent rate." 

Judge Anderson then ordered tlie 
Jury, under the authority of the de- 
cision of higher court, to which he 
said he also was obedient, to return 
a verdict of acquittal.

One of them^contairiedi3j9B35oouhts, and 
it was on this ■iridictment Vthat the 
Standard Oil Company prosecution was 
based. With 140 counts allowed to 
stand, tho case wont to trial before 
Judge Landis on March, 1907, and re- 
sulted in a verdict of guilty on April 
13, 1007. On August 3, 1!I07, Judge Lan- 
dis imposed his famous $1^9,240.000 fine.

DELIBEBATE MURDER 
OF POLISH PRIEST 



Shot Dead in His Study By 
Three IVIen — His House- 
keeper .Wounded 



Newark, N.J., March 10. — Three men 
whose features appear to have been 
concealed by their heavy .overcoats 
and slouch hats, vvalked into thJ3 study 
of the Bev. Erasmus Ansiori; , pastor 
of the Polish church of St Stanislaus, 
this morning, and opened fire upon 
hlni. Tlireu bullets from their three 
revolvers lilt the priest, killing him 
instantly. The trio turned t,o make 
tlielr escape and found their way was 
blocked by Mrs. Antonio Sov.-r^ytska, 
tho housekeeper. Witliout an Instant's 
hesitation, one of the visitors turned 
his revolver upon her, inflicting a 
wound which Is likely to provo fatal. 
Then all three rushed .out Into the 
street -tfiid'^uniiae their escape. 

Two hundred of Father Anslon's 
parlshioncr.s, who were attending an 
early morning service in the church 
adjoining, heard the shots and rushed 
out, led by tho a.sslstant priests who 
were in cliargc^ of the service. The as- 
sassins liiid disapiieared, leaving ap- 
liarently no cluo to tlieir whereabouts 
or identity. 

The police were put at work on the 
case within a few minutes of tlie mur- 
der, and soon rounded up four sus- 
pects, ono .of whom the liousokeopcr, 
now in St. Barnabas hospital, thought 
bore a resemblance to the leader of 
the trio who had done the , shio.otthg. 
'J'lio others she' was unable to identify. 
The suspects denied all knowledge of 
tlie affair. 

No .'uh'quate theory to account for 
the attru'k upon tlio priest has been 
Iircieuted to the police. It lias ijeen 
Ji'.'inied that there has been recently 
flitter factional trouble In the congre- 
gation, and F.atlier Aiislon when lie 
<!ame from Paterson to take cliargo of 
the church five months ago made sev- 
eral changes which, are said to have 
caused, widespread llssatlsfaotl.on. 

Leading parishioners told the police, 
however, tliey did not think that the 
ill feeling had been strong onongli to 
lead to lilt! shooting, v,hicli npi)ears 
to have been carefully plnnn'.'d and 
J(:liberately execii t(!d. 

All the men arrested arc members 
oi; the church, !ind tho police ordered 
the arrest of all tho former trustees 
whom the dead priest ousted when ho 
look charge of tlio parish. 

V''atber Ansioii was born in Pussia 
aiul came to AmcM'lca five years .ngo 
alter serving for a time In Fingland. 
He was assigned first to a minor 
charge in Jersey City, and later to a 
Paterson church, from which he came 
to this city.

Liberal Members From Nova 
Scotia Object to Pruning 
of Votes 



Ottawa, March 10.— In thp Houfle, of 
Commons today Mr. MOnfc 'endefivqred 
to find out If the government Intended 
bringing in a measure this session hav- 
ing for Its purpose the encouragement 
of co-operative trading societies. Last 
bOHslon Mr. Monk brought in a bill of 
this kind and it was iiassed by the 
House, but died a lingering dcatli in 
the Senate. Mr. Monk wanted to know 
if there was any prospect of the gov- 
ernment bringing the bill to life this 
session, but he received scant encour- 
agement. Hon. Jlr. Lomteux agreed 
with him that co-operation was a very 
good tiling, but tho retail merchants 
thought differently, and ho had been 
Impressed since last BRssion with the 
strong feeling in some parts of tlie 
country against: the passing of this 
legislation by;ithe. FederalJipairllamont. 
Tho governmehta of Ontario and Que- 
bec had also opposed the measure, and 
as there was not a very strong senti- 
ment in the country in favor of it ho 
thought tile nuitter had better bo left 
in abeyance until the country had been 
further educated. 

Ralph Smith, of Nanaimo, had a 
good word to say for Mr. Jlonk's bill. 
He did not like the attitude assumed 
by Mr. Lomieux. Last year Jlr. Lem- 
ieux had been very strongly in favor 
of the bill. It looked as it he was on 
the down grade. The matter then 
dropped. 

Mr. Russell, tlio now member for 
Toronto, complained about tho recent 
arrival in that city of a large number 
of British immigrants witliout any 
means of su])port. They had left 
home on t!ie distinct understanding 
that work existed for tliom In Toron- 
to. Mr. Oliver for tlie government, 
said the matter liad been brought to 
his attention. Theso new-comers did 
not fulfil the jnoney requirements of 
the department, and he promised that 
an Inquiry would be made into the 
matter. " ' • • . , : 

The greater portion of ■ -day , was 
passed in commStteer^f i supply; ■ Mr. r 
Pugsley endeavored to get throifgh his 
Nova Scotia harbors and rivers votes, 
but liad scant satisfaction. Most of 
tho protesting was done by Liberal 
members from that province, wlio did 
not like tho blue i>onclllng of votes 
for public works in their districts. Op- 
position members commented on tlio 
fact that the cutting had been most 
generous in thoir constituencies. 

K. N. Lewis has given notice of 
another of his bills. This is based on 
the daylight, savlnfei bill -Introduced in 
tlio British House of Commons.' Mr. 
Lewis' bills do not appear to be able 
to get beyond the first reading. 

In regard to the Quebec bridge, Mr. 
Graham stated that It was to bo 150 
feet above the river. The Armstrong 
viaduct scheme was not being con- 
sidered, as it was not thought to ho 
practicable. 

In tlic senate, Mr. McMullen's »:il!l, 
which provides that people when us- 
ing level railway crossings shall stop 
and l.ook .and listen was discussed. It 
was not intended to protect tho rail- 
ways but the people against their own 
Imprudence. . Senator Xandry wanted 
to knovv if . the bill would apply to 
blind and' deaf people, but no answer 
was vouchsafed to this. Sir Richard 
Cartwrlght was riirher opposed to the 
bill, as wore other senators, and the 
debate was finally adjourned until he 
had had an oi>poftunity of consulting 
witli the mlnlHtor of railways.

Narrow Escape From Tragedy 
Off Cape Cod — One Vessel 
Sinks to Bottom 



Chatham, Mass., Marcli 10. — Blank- 
eted by a dense fog, and proceeding 
at half speed, the well known coast- 
wise steamer of the limine Steamship 
company, the Horatio Hall, Portland 
{ov Nevv Tork, and the' H. F. Dimock, 
of the Metropolitan' line. New Yorlc, 
for Boston, met in the TOlddle of tho 
narrow channel known as Pollock Rip 
today with a crash that sent tho Hall 
to the Ijottom within a half hour and 
caused the Diniook to run ashore si.x 
h(uu-s later on Cape Cod l)eaeh, wliero 
the i)asKengers and crew of the Hall 
Vv-oro landed, without the loss of a 
single soul. 

A brief wireless message which the 
operator of tliu' sinking Hall managed 
to spread broadcast, spread tlie news 
of the collision, wlilcli occurred iit 
eight a.m., but as lie f.ailed to gi\'o 
tlu; position, details of the disaster did 
not becni-ie known until tiio Ilimnek 
came asliore half a mile south of llio 
Orlt'.'Uis lifc-saviiifei station shortly 
after 2 ]).m. During tin; six luaus of 
silence, half a tUr/.'.-n wireless stations, 
government, professional and ;iniateur, 
from Portland to Ne'W London, were 
vainly endeavoring to obtain some 
news of ihi^ wreck, While the revenue 
cutter Greshani scurried/ Up and down 
the coast In an .effort .to. render as- 
sistance, • ■ 

As tho fog cleared away in the early 
afternoon the Dimock was seen head- 
ing foK /;tlie;.\bfeach, and half an hour 
later a-iboc^tAcrew with •Ave passongors 
from the "■•Hali, including two women, 
landed safelyiprivpapB Cod beach andi 
told the Btory;Eo£v'^tlie ..thrilling scene 
of tho early- mbrnltJg:< . . . ' 



The Horatio Hall leit Portland at 
10.30 o'clock lust night with five pas- 
sengers, a crew of about forty and 
four hundred tons of freight. The 
Dimock left New York yesterday af- 
ternoon and botli ran into tho fog off 
the southeastern Jlassachusetts coast 
about tho s!ime time too. The Dimock 
liud rounded Pollock Ulp lightship and 
was heading towards tho north, while 
tho Hall was coming do>^n through tho 
blue and preparing'' to ■• swing to the 
westward. 

Tho fog was very dense at day- 
light, and both captains were whist- 
ling frequently, although accounts 
vary. It is apparent that tlicro was a 
misunderstanding of signals, for short- 
ly after eight o'clock tho two steamers 
loomed out:0f3the;fog,r and. before they 
could shear away^they . met in colli- 
sion. 

The .sharp nose of tho Dimock wont 
through t^ie side of the Portland boat 
abreast of the mainmast, and had suf- 
ficient force to penetrate 15 or 20 feet 
into the Hall's body; • Captain Thomp- 
son of tho Dimock. started to back his 
steamer, but seeing that he might 
sa-ye those' 'on board; sent her full 
speed ahead, held her nose into the 
rag.god rent of the Huil, and as he 
pushed the latter over toward the 
shoal water, tlie five passengers of 
the Hall were dagged over the tangled 
mass of wreckage on the declc of the 
Dimock. As s.oon as tho passengers 
reached the Dimoclc tho latter backed 
off a few hundred yards, while tho 
former slowly sanit until, she struck 
bottom, her hurricane deck remaining 
just above water. 

While she was. sinking, a greater 
part of the crew left her on six life- 
boats and rowed over to the Btfetro- 
politan liner, but Captain Jewell, his 
pilot and two seamen decided to stay 
in the pilot house of the Hall, al- 
though only a few feet above the 
water. Tho Dimock remained on tho 
scene until 11.15, and then started 
slowly north. Her forward bulkheads 
held, l)ut on her starboard side, a few 
feet from tlie bow, was a hole eight 
feet long by two feet wide, . which 
reached to ' the waterline. She had 
not gone far, when it was ' seen she 
was listing badly, and fearing that 
the bulkheads might collapse. Captain 
Thompson ordered the two w.omen 
from the Hail and two women pas- 
sengers whom he had on board into 
one of the lifeboats and told the men 
that if the steamer went • down ho 
would endeavor to clear away the rest 
of tho lifeboats, l5Ut that the women 
must be saved first. Under the cir- 
cumstances the Dimock crept slowly 
In towards the back side of Cape Cod 
until Just before reaching the Orleans 
life saving station, when her heaH was 
turned and she was beached. 

It was 2.15 p. ni. when the Dimock 
■grounded. Captain Charles of tlie Or- 
leans st.itlon .summoned to ills aid the 
crew and boats of the old Harbor and 
Nauset stations, .ind all three life sav- 
ing crcw.s, in spite of tho heavy surf 
driving on the beach, landed seventy 
men and v/omon before dark.

IN RdSSLAND MINES 

New Strikes in Consolidated 
' Company's Properties Give 
Good Promise 



pRosslahd, :B;C.,- March 10. — A forty- 
fbpt„vein -ot high. grade.-ore has been 
struck on ninth , level', of -War Eagle. It 
is rich In goldj' with every indication 
that the ore 'extends 'to the upper 
levels, and probably to : the surface. 
Drifting has shown the vein tc be 40 
feet wide and' 400 leet long, containing 
heavy sulpliidcs with high gold values. 
This same vein has been very produc- 
tive on the tenth level, and while no 
work has been done on it in tho upper 
levels, it is thought tlie ore will extend 
for several hundred feet above the 
ninth, and possibly to tho surface. 
Assays show that tho ore runs from 
twenty to a hundred dollars. It is -the 
most important strike made in' 'the 
mine lov several years, 
of the Centre Star, rich ore has been 
o ftho Centre .Star, rich ore has been 
encountered In some of the larger 
slopes, and tlio Iro'.i Mask mine, wliicli 
has been found to contain at least four 
prolitabio ore shoots, continues to de- 
velop in a very satlsfjictury manner. 
Tlierc is a large tonnage of developed 
ore between the present Iron Mask 
workings and tho surface. 

Some of tho lower levels of the War 
ICagle are boing extended to Iron Mask 
property, and within' the past few days 
the , eighth ..level of the rWar Kagle en- 
countered values in Iron Mask ground. 

Recent developments on the Idaho 
have been most profitable. On the 
fourtii level, a big stope, which Is now 
150 foot long by from twenty to thirty 
feet wide, is i)rodnoiiig a good ton- 
nage of heavy sulphide ore, containing 
about one dollar in gold besides good 
values in copper and sliver. Tliis ore 
slioot is located on the south vein. On 
the main vein stopping is being con- 
tinued, and the ore is 'extending west- 
ward, recent values in the west drift 
having been high.

The ban has not yet been lifted from 
the Victoria water supply question. 
Something crops up regularly to »iiOli 
tho arransement when It spems to have 
been arrived at, and no better lllustra- 
tioii oi the adage concerning the num- 
ber of slips betwixt cups and lips 
could be found than the negotiations 
on this .vexed question. The evening %{ : 
before last an agreepient was a'ppar-' 
ently arrived at, and ono of those most 
prominently concerned in tho affair so 
Informed the Colonist.

.1. A. Macdonald: "I feel that tho 
house is being placed in a difllcult and 
delicate position wlien it is asked prac- 
tically to interfere in a dispute be- 
tween two pai'tles, and to settle the 
legal riglits to tho water at Coldstream. 
I may say at the outset that I intend 
to vote for It, because it seems to bo 
the most satisfactory end to a dis- 
ngrooablc tangle. I understand . , that 
there la no dispute as to the right of 
expropriation, or to arbltratlonj -' but 
that the only dllllcully lies. 'iri deciding 
the basis upon which arbitrators shall 
compute the value. Ii understand that 
the company is wiUirig' to sell on tho 
basis of the value of tho property to- 
day as found by arbitration. This 
would seem fair enough, but there are 
complications such as the riglits of tho 
city of Victoria given in 1873, 

"In that year, as I understand it, 
Victoria was given exclusive rights 
within a 20-mlJe area. This act, was

lie stated that .the gd.vernment lias 
decided that It is advisable to make 
the tenure of: these leases perpetual, 
hut that the matter will bo held over 
until next session. 

The terms and conditions attaching 
t(,i the matter will bo left In large mea- 
sure to the decision of the jiropcsed 
forestry commission. This announce- 
ment has been ctigerly awaited for 
many weeks, and many guesses have 
been hazarded from time to time as to 
tlie probaljle allRude of tlie govern- 
ment. 

The Public Srrvice bill passed the 
House as did tlie attoniey-freneral's 
measure to add gasolene tanks to the 
list of exploalves in the KxpIoaiv(\s 
.Storage act. The Grand Trunk Pa- 
oille bill passed committee safely. 

The bill for the consolidation of the 
mining claims and water rights of 
John Hopp, which caused a great deal 
of discussion In the legislature at se- 
cond reading stage, was wUhdrawn by 
Mr. Thomson (Victoria.) 

The Timber Policy, 

The premier's announcement was as 
follows: 

"Before the business of the day Is 
taken up, I would like to make a state- 
ment of considerable Importance, 
wliich has been waited for by many 
people of the province with consider- 
able interest. I refer to the question 
of the tenure of special timber licenses, 
which has been the subject of some 
controversy of late, and the jjrlncipal 
commission of several delegations re- 
presenting the timber interests in 
British Columbia. 

"I hog to announce that the govern- 
ment has come to the determination 
tliat the tenure of these licenses -will 
at the ne.xt session of thOf legislature 
receive the attention of tiiia adminis- 
tration In the way of some provision 
that- will malce for th^ perpetuity of 
tlio licenses until the tlmljer is remov- 
ed, -but on such terms and conditions 
as the- government may then deem 
prudent in the IntiSrests of the people 
of British Columbia. 

"It has been deemed^ wise to defer 
this matter until we have received the 
advice of the commission on forestry, 
and it Is upon the report of that body 
ns to the terms and conditions advis- 
able that the government will act." 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) complained that 
nothing had been heard of an order 
p.'issed by the House for the bringing 
down of returns of the prosccutlims 
iHidor the fisheries department. The 
.attorney-general produced tlie returns, 
stating that it had lieen his intention 
to bring them In at this sitting. 

Private bills wore then taken up, it 
being private members' day. 

Private Bills. 

Mr. Henderson (Yale) withdrew his 
amendment to the li. C. Pei-niani-nt 
Loan Company bill, and doi)rivlng the 
company of the right to invest in tlio 
securities of chartered companies in 
Canada. He substituted an ;imcnd- 
nient to which ho said, all parlies had 
agreed. This gave the comiiany the 
right to invest in the securities of lire 
and life insurance companies, and of 
any chartered companies in Canada on 
approval of llu- lieutenant-govt.Tnor-in- 
council and the majority of the share- 
holders. This amendment was accepted, 
and the bill r'assc-d report stage. 

The bill to incorporate the Goat 
nivi>r AVater, Power and Light Com- 
pany. Limited, passed report stage. 

The Pacific, Northern and Omineca 
Railway bill was considered In cammlt- 
lee. Tfils bill asks for an extension 
of time for the building operations of 
tlie company. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte (Nanalmo) 
moved an amendment to the effect 
that the extension of time granted by 
the bill be not construed as extending 
the time wherein the railway may 
earn the provincial bonus of S'l.OOO a 
mile. The amendment was held over 
to the report stage. 

The bill to create the Roman Ctuii- 
ollc Archbishop of Vancouver and his 
successors in olliee ii eor|)Oration .'<ole 
was given second readiiiy. On per- 
mission of tile House the bill was con- 
sidered in committe<. forthwith. 

Mr. Thomtjon (Victoria) a-slccd that 
the order for the second reading of tlu' 
bill respi'cling the consolidation of the 
nilMiiig claims and water riglits of 
.John Hoi)p, be discharged, 

Several Bills Passed 

The altorney-sencral's ))ill to amend 
the lOxploslves Storage .\ct, was given 
third reading and pttssed. 

The provincial secretary's public ser- 
vice bill was reported, given third 
reailing and passed. 

In rejjort stage on the attorney- 
general's bill to amend the Police and 
Prisons Regulation Act, Mr. Haw- 
thornthwalto (Nanalmo) Introduced 
aa amendment providing for the abo- 
lition of the "sweating" system of ex- 
tracting evidence from prisoners. 

Ho said that It was commonly stat- 
ed tlitit American methods of extract- 
ing evidence by tiie "third degree" 
were being introduced in the province. 
From the •standpoint of humanity, no 
such methods sliould be established In 
tin; .lail of this province. It was bad 
laioiigh to have these methods in IXwr- 
si a. 

Mr. riiwsei- said that no such me- 
thods are cuipiuyed in British (.'o- 
luinliia. lCv(M'y man was considered 
to be innocent tmtil he was proved 
guilty. The whole thing was based 011 
vaguo rumor. He refused to accept 
tho iimondment, a.s such a regulation 
was entirely unnecessary. 

Mr. WllUama (Newcastle) said tlmi 
in the case >of Bill Miner "swoatliig " 
methods had talcen itlace In the Kani - 
loops jail, according to. 'the statomenta 
made generally in the nowspnperti. 
There had never been nn. authoritative 
denial of this, Tlie danger of -"the 
system was that innocent men were hi 
some canes induced to confess crimes 
tliey never committed, and to incrim- 
inate other Innocent luir.sons. 

The amendment was lost, 7 to -0. 

The bill was reported.

The 
contract will cohtain provision pro- 
iilbitlng the employment .on the work 
of any Chinese or Japanese .and the 
standard rate of ^\•ages will ho paid 
the various trades. Trustee Jay was 
empowered to sign the contracts. 

The position of school carpenter was 
filled, Ernest Fairey lieing appointed 
at a salary of $S0 per month. A com- 
mittee composed of Trustees Stano- 
land, McXelll and Mcintosh was ap- 
pointed to look over the applications 
for the position of ' clerk of works, to 
supervise the erection of the ncv.' 
Cliamber.s street school, and report to 
the board. 

Several requests for increase in sal- 
ary were received from teachers and 
Janitors. It was decided to let the 
present salaries stand for the balance 
of the present term. All special 
teachers will in future be expected 
to make monthly reports on their 
work to the superintendent. 

Trustee McNeill called attention to 
tlie fact that parents have been com- 
plaining of the iiresent system of ver- 
ticle writing now In use In the clt.v 
scliools. In one room the vcrtlcle sys- 
tem is being t,T.uglit while in anotlier 
the slant system is being followed. 
Sujjerintendent Paul stated that there, 
h.ad been instructors visiting the city 
scliools and instructing the puiiils and 
he had given the matter close personal 
attention. Trustee Mrk. Jenkins stat- 
ed that twelve years ago tho vertlcle 
system h.ad been introduced in the 
schools and no change had been made. 
Trustee RIddell suggested that the 
slant system of writing sliould be 
adojited, the vertlcle system being out 
of date, but Trustee Jay pointed out 
that the vertlcle system is tlie one 
adopted h.v the council of public in- 
struction and he doubted if the boanl 
had any right to make a change, but 
the. suiierintendcnt could look into the 
matter ,'ind report. This will he done. 

The report of C. F. Cookson on thi' 
iiecessar.v plumiiing improvements at 
the High School was referred to the 
building and grounds committee. The 
necessar.v Imiirovements v.'Ul entail an 
outlay of ■^■M). That committee will 
also consider the advisabilit.N' of pur- 
cliasiiig a motor grinder for use in th<: 
manual training department for tiie 
sliarpening of tools. Tenders will be 
called for the purchase of the plumb- 
ing and the small building located on 
the site of the Victoria West school. 

The building and grounds commit- 
tee will consider the question of the 
installation of three drinking foun- 
tains in the North Ward school. The 
necessary connections have been put 
in but the contract did not call for tiie 
fountains. The dust nuisance will also 
be e6nsldered by the same commlttec. 
The flnance committee' will Investigate 
and report upon the system of school 
banking. At present only one school, 
the Girls' Central, Is taking advantage 
of the banking system and some steps 
will be taken to either enlarge the 
scope of the banking system or do 
away with It altogether. 

Superintendent Paul reported the re- 
ceijit from tho 13rackman-Ker company 
of a number of samples, showing tlie 
evolution of the barley sce<i from the 
time it is reaped until it is manufac- 
tured Into jnciducts ready for con- 
suniptioii. The company will be 
thanked for its gift. 

Trustees ,Iay and Superintendent 
Paul were appointed a committee to 
look into the question of suppl.\-illg the 
special Instructors with car fare. Jn 
Vancouver all such teachers are given 
tickets and as their duties require 
them to travel about tho city from 
scliooi to school the expense is quite 
an Item. 

The board will ask the cit,\- council 
to have a permanent sidewalk laid on 
Ihe streets siirroundin.g the site of tiie 
Chambers .Street school and will also 
recpiest that another room in the city 
hail be allowed the board for storage 
jiuriKises. A. complaint against the 
iinsanltar\- condition of the present 
odices will lie made to tin; city coun- 
cil. Recently that portion of tiie civic 
buildings iniiiiediati.'ly lieneath tlie 
beard's olllces has been assi.giied to 
the lire (iciia rtmeiit and the staljiiiig 
of iiorsi'S tl!i?n> has ■r(.-iidered the .-it- 
niosphere of the board's oflices any- 
thing lint satisl'actory.

Brief Strike in Coal Mine 
Halifax, N.S., March 9.— The "boys," 
as they are called in the .Springliill 
coal mine, or really the underground 
drlvei-s in the niimi, were on strike to- 
day because a horse had been killed In 
the pit, and the management, alleging 
that It was done through carelessness, 
(U'dered that, the value of the horse, 
$1,')0, sluuild iie made good by the boy 
who eaii-sed tln^ accidiuit. He wa.s out 
of his terrlloi-j-, co.ntrary to rcgiihi.- 
tlons, thus causing a collision. The 
"boys," after one day's idleness, do- 
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cided to go back to work tomorrow, 
trusting that the company would not 
enforce its ciaini for the value of the 
horse. This conclusion was reached 
after protracted meetings. Had they 
remained out tomorrow, 1,500 men 
•would have been idle, for coal could 
not be cut and hoisted without the 
drivers to move It. The SprlnghlU 
mines are running full time, and all 
hands are employed. The U. M. W. A. 
have no Jurisdiction over tlio "boys."

Mr. Rodgers advised against this 
brl'dge, but it was decided to build it, 
and now comes word that n, largo 
portion of the costly bridge has gone 
out before a (lood broken from Miles 
glacier in the Copper river Valley. 

The- Catalla Herald gives. , t;ha fol- 
lowing account of the damage done 
by. tho overflow from the glacier: 

A huge body of water broko looso' 
from Miles glacier in tho Copper river 
valley, on Feb. 10, of sufRcIent volume. 
It is estimated, to covef twenty miles 
squaro of territory to a depth of 
twenty-one feet, piling up great masses 
of heavy Ice on the track of the Cop- 
per River and Northwestm-ii railway 
to a depth of four or live feet and 
probably tearing up the roiidbed for 
a distance of at least four iiilh.'S. 

News of the disaster was ))rought 
to town last night by O. A. .Tohnson, 
asBlst.mt In-ldge engineer fen- the rail- 
road company, and K. .Mullett, ' who 
havG been in camp all winter near 
Miles Glacier. The water broko from 
the depths of the glacier In a .mighty 
torrent on the night of Feb. 10, and 
continued to riso steadily for twenty- 
four hours when the maximum height 
of tvventy-ono feet was attained. 

In its 'wlld course the water tore up 
huge chunks of Ice of many tons 
weight and piled them up like vast 
hills and rIdge.H of rock on the line of 
the railroad, tearing out piiing, small 
bridges, etc, <ind covering the track 
with an immoise mass of ice and de- 
bris as far as th(^ eye could reach. 

Mr. .Mullett said last night that it 
was not believed the piers for tho 
bridge at the lower crossing would bo 
destroyed, although it was not dolin- 
Itely known as 14)at ]ioint could not 
bo reached as 3';.:, and tho facts as- 
certained. Great damage may havo 
been dono to piling. • • 

It is thought that the water had 
been confined by the glacier, Tho 
weather had been cold, and as. the Ice 
formed it sank, booking- up -the "Water 
as thoush in a huge dam, until the 
pressure became so great .that an out- 
let was forced and the pent-up water 
let loose, sweeping everything before 
it. Great glaciers were piled up on 
Miles Glacier lake and. along its shores 
in all directions. 

Tho disaster will have the effect of 
materially delaying railroad construc- 
tion. It had been planned to resume 
work next month, but It is cliilmed 
it will be July b('fore this damage can 
bo repaired .-uid work at tho front bo- 
gun. Just hoW great tho damage •will 
bo will not be known until an exam- 
ination ean be made, but It is said it 
will .approximate $1,000,000- without 
considering the delay. ■ ' 

Old timers say that these glacier 
outbursts are likely to occur at any 
time, winter or summer.

amended later on In 1892, and in tho 
same year the Esqulmalt company was 
also given certain rights subject to tho 
rights of Victoria, and on that char- 
ter the company went ahead and con- 
structed its worlcs. Now the citizens 
of A'Ictoria find that they need a new 
water supply, which is a most Im- 
portant matter for them. Thus they 
must either take the Esqulmalt pro- 
perty or eo further on to Sooke at 
greater expense. The city wants its 
right to choose betwee?i these two 
made plain, or In the alternative to 
go to Sooke without interruption so 
far as their right of way la concerned. 

'Now we are asked to fix the basis 
of arbitration. This Is as laid dov.'n 
In the AVater Clauses Consolidation 
i\ct, which provides, inter alia, that it 
shall be the cost of the works and 
their maintenance'. 'J'o this is added 
interest at per cent., and then a 
bonus of 20 ])cv cent. In this w.'iy it

company are fairly dealt with. 

"Such legislation Is very dangerous. 
The prosperity of this province Is 
largely dependent on the investment 
of capital, and If Interfered so as to 
render an Individual investment un- 
safe, we are striking ii blow at every 
company in tho province th;it may 
want to ask for ealiital. In this case 
I see that a difficulty would arise 
(jver tho present worth, a question 
which would probably be raised be- 
fore the arbitrators. Tho company 
would say our water rights and fran- 
chises, apart from our Investment, are 
worth so much. Victoria would rejoin 
that y.ou have no goodwill or franchise 
having a cash value on account of 
the priority of our rights under our 
act .of .1873. This dispute would give 
rise to litigation which would lie sure 
to bo ' taken to the privy council, and 
cause great expense; and more un- 
fortuiuite still, the citizens would be 
kept In doubt for >'earH as to their 
water supply. In these eireunistances 
I think tiie House would be right to 
put an end to the uncertainty, espe- 
cially as there will be no real danger 
to the Esquimau company or Its 
shareholders." 

Premier's Speech. 
Premier JIcBride — "I am very gliid 
to hear so many strong and emph.alic 
words of commendation from the 
leader of the Opposition, and sitting, 
as I have done, for aeverul yours by 
my colieajjue, I am sun; thlit ho 
would not present anything to this 
House which would not. commend It- 
self to any reasonable, person,, and It 
Is rcfroahlng to listen to such a learn- 
ed and excellent -disquisition In 'favor 
of the measure my colleague has In 
I'harge. 

"Tlil.s Is a (pu-stion of pure water 
for tlu! capital city of Victoria. Not 
that wo have not now a good water 
supply, but this is an energetic part of 
tho world, and wlnit with tho great 
dovelopmont going on n.ow through- 
out Vancouver Island as well as VIc- 
•torla, it' , will 7 npt, be a .great nianv 
months before we shall need a great- 
ly inerO'ispd supply, All that the hill 
moans Is that there will bo an in- 
creased supply of water within reach; 
but thero is absolutely no suggestion 
that It means confiscation. Not 'a 
meniber of this House, not even tho 
member for Nanalmo, who Is always 
«n exacting person, would lend hln'i- 
solf to anything like confiscation. But, 
If there were any grounds on which 
tho Il.ousB might depart from Its or- 



dinary ctistoms, wo havo them hero 
tonight. So if any overexactlng critic 
should charge that we are being too 
hard on tho Esciulmalt company, thero 
is the good excuse of an adequate 
water supply for the city of Victoria. 

"It has ' been my privilege and 
pleasure during the past few days to 
have had many Interviews with the 
representatives of both sides, and 
while here and there there havo been 
signs of considerable feeling, I could 
feel that all were anxious to reach a 
solution; but I also tetd that It would 
be quite impossible to re;ieh a solu- 
tion which would satisfy every one. 
But still I may say on behalf of the 
Mayor and Council of Victoria that 
they have never shown anything like 
a desire for confiscation, .Qn tho con- 
trary they have been fair, and busi- 
nesslike. They contend for their 
rights, but they are willing to extend 
a fair consideration to those of the 
company, and I think that my friend 
and colleague lias fairly summed up 
this conslder.'itlon In his amendment, 
I do not hesitate to say that tho meas- 
ure now tinder consideration Is in 
every detail fair and equitable, is a 
proper solution of a trou'tt.desome situ- 
ation, and an ade'quate and proper 
compensation to tho company," 

Mr. Hawthornlliwalte rcnesvod his 
criticisms .of the bill on the ground 
that the city's rights ■■ware: inadequate- 
ly protected, after"whlch' the amend- 
ments appeared tb be on tho eve of 
passing. At this ' Junctu're, however, 
Stunrt Henderson arose on a point of 
order. He claimed tho amendments 
were out of order as conferring jiow- 
ern in excess of tlio.se contained in the 
petition and ndvertlsement of the bill. 
Consequently tho bill should go back 
to the private bills committee. 

Mr. Thomson pointed out that such 
was not the case. The main feature 
of tho advertisement- and petition was 
tho re-enactment of' the' -powers con- 
ferred by the act of IStS. These were 
absolute and ample, vftnd, the amend- 
ments merely defined and qualified 
them. 

Mr. Macdonald remarked that many 
Victorians and otliiir.s . were taking an 
interest in the bill, 'and suggested that 
the committee rise and report pro- 
gress. .After : " HomJ,- '. " tionforringi ' M"r;

A LATE SITTIfiO ON 
THEWATER BILL 

House Sat Until 1,30 a,m. De- 
spite Protests From 
' Delta 



A determined effort to get tho Water 
Clauses Act through the committee 
stage marked last night's sitting of tlie 
legislature. 

Ueapito the protests of Mr. Oliver 
(Delta) against late hours, the house 
sat on into the morning, while the 
chairman road out the seetlons of the 
bill. There were comparatively few 
interrui)tions from the opposition until 
lli.liO, when Mes.si's. Ht'nderson (Yale) 
and Oliver (Delta) began to take ex- 
cciitlon to some clauses. 

At 1.15 the protests from the tsleepy 
opiiosltlon members b(H.'ame so Insis- 
tent that the chief commissioner mov- 
ed that tho committee rise, leaving the 
bill at clause 296, with fifteen clauses 
to go. 

Tho bill to Incorporate the Goat Ri- 
ver Water, .iKower and Light company 
(,Mr, Schofleld) was given third read- 
ing, and passed amidst loud applause. 
Extension of Bonus 

At the report stage In the bill to ex- 
tend the time for the operations of the 
Pacific Northern and Omineea railway, 
Mr. Hawthornthwalte (Nanalmo- in- 
troduced an .amendment providing that 
the time limit in which the railway 
ndght earn the jirovlncial bonus of $5,- 
280 ])i'r mile previously granted be not 
extended. 

Mr. JlcPhllllps said this was out of 
order, as not being germane to the 
substance of the bill, ;ind also as af- 
feetlng Hie Subsidy Act, which was 
not within the right of a private mem- 
ber. 

.Mr. II;nvtlinrnth\vaite said tlie bill 
was simply an ainundpianl. to the or- 
iginal bill, and the bonus would lapse 
unless the present bill ' Was passed. 
Unquestionably the bonus would be 
paid unless some special provision 
were put In. He read from th^ Jour- 
nals of the house a case In which Mr. 
MoPhlllliis had moved a similar amend- 
ment In 11)02. (Latighter.) 

Th(; «peaker ruled that Mr. Huw- 
thornthwaite's motion was out of or- 
der, as being foreign to tln^ meaning 
of the bill. Mr. Hiuvtliornthwaite ap- 
pealed from the house, and the division 
that resulted ui)lield the speaker's de- 
cision. 

Mr. H.'iwthornthwalto then declared 
that the hill was out of order, a.q 
aiiK^nding a Ixmus bill. 

Tlie speakt'r declared the bill in or- 
dei'. The repoi-c was .'nloijtc.'d. 

'J'lU! reyiort on thi! bill to create the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of \'an- 
couvar and his successors In office a 
cofporatlon sole was adopted, and the 
bill was given third. reading and pass- 
ed. . .. ..... 

The bill to amend the Police and 
Prisons Regulation Act (the attorney- 
general) was given third reading and 
passed. 

Grand Trunk Pacific Bill 
In the report -stage on the Granil 
Trunk Pacific bill, the chief .ijommls- 
slonr ])resented a few minor amend- 
ments, which wore adopted.

Water Clauses Bill. 

The Water Clatisos bill was resum- 
ed at 10.30. The chief commissioner 
moved that the following new section 
be added In the part dealing -with the 
rights of loggers: 

"If as a result of tho construction 
of any works by a licensee under this 
part, any water power la created, the 
licensee shall not; by reason of such 
construction only, havo any Tight, 
title or claim to use the power so 
created." 

The water bill went more quickly 
than at any previous , Bitting, The Op- 
position raised very few questions as 
the - chairman of the committer, Mr. 
Macgowaii (Vancouver) read on by 
the hour at the Interminable measure. 

At 12.50 a.m. Mr. John Oliver (Del- 
ta( protested against being "kept up, 
half dead, to watch the government 
rushing legislation tiirough." The pro- 
test passed unheeded. 

At one o'clock Mr. Ross (Fernle) re- 
lieved tt.o chairman, whose voice had 
grown somewhat husky from too much 
reading. 

The conmilttee rose at l.la. 

The chief eommlssioner introduced 
by r.iessnge a bill to amend the Land 
act. He moved that the message bo 
referred to the commlttee-cf the whole 
house forthwith. 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) moved that tho 
word "forthwith" be struck out and 
tho words "at the next silting of the 
House" be substituted therefor. He 
said that the members were in no con- 
dition, physically or mentally, to carry 
on tile business of tho legislature. 

'J'he amendment was defeated, 11 
to IS. 

The Speaker was led away and then 
the chief commlBsloner moved that 
the committee rise and report the bill. 
But tho member for Delta now Insist- 
ed on seeing the bill. The motion 
was put to a vote and was sustained. 

The bill was given first reading. 

The chief commissioner of lands in- 
troduced by message the Fem.le Park 
Subdivision act. This was given first 
reading. 

The House adjourned at 1.20.

Bonuses for ImmigrantB. 

Montreal, March 10. — .\ntonio Cor- 
dasco, labor agent, today received a 
letter from superintendent of Immi- 
gration Scott, at Ottawa, announcing 



that the Dominion gc /eminent is pro- 
pared to pay a bonus of ?5 . per head 
on adults over 18 years of age, and

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,;: TIMBER LICENSES 

Mr. McBrlde made an Important an- 
Jfijouncem^nt; in the Legislature yester- 
-fday. Ho Informed the Houso' that at 

the next session a measure will be In- 
troduced to make the tenure of li- 
;censcs perpetual, provided the regula- 
'Ulons to be prescribed are observed. 
■'W3 refer to the report of the proceed - 
Ingrs of the House for his exact laii- 
/juuKi", l)ut what has just lieeu said 
convoys an accurate idea of Its mean- 
•-Ing. The tlmbermen expected legls- 
'Jlatlon during the present session, and 
undoubtedly It would have proved 
very advantafjeous to many of them if 
,11 Bill had been brought down and 
\|i>assea, but a formal official announce - 
■'ment of the nature of that made by 
,'Mr. McBrlde Is, under the clrcum- 
. stances, equivalent to the enactment 
of a law on the' subject. Any Act that 
vcould have been paesed _,tlits seaslon 
■would of necessity have been made 
subject to regulations hereafter to be 
adopted. The framing of such regu- 
' lations Is a matter . ca'Mflg. for . much 
^greater consideration than can be given 
during a session, and It Is one iijion 
which the assistance of expsrts will 
have to be asked. We appreciated 
this Vvhen referring to tlic matter a 
day or two ago, at which time wo said 
the regulations "ought not to bo has- 
tily framed, and so that it is under- 
stood that they Avill be made, the prin- 
ciple of renewals can be safely adopt- 
ed, and the regulations be made as 
experience and investigation shall 
shi>w; is - desirable." The principle has 
been' adoptedi It is true that It has 
not been crystalliiied into an Act of 
the Legislature, but a formal declara- 
tion by the Premier that sucli a meas- 
ure-will .be lntrodu<;e^. Is tanta- 
mount thereto. The announcement 
of the Premier will be heartily wel- 
comed by the tlmbermen, wlio will feel 
safe in preparing for their future op- 
eratlotjsvwlth- the knowledge that their 
investments wllT be protected. 

A Commission is to lie appointed to 
invostiKate all (juestions relating to 
our forests, and it will be instructed 
to make" recommendations t6r the reg- 
ulation of lumbering operations on 
crown lands. "VVo understand that ex- 
j)erts of repute from other parts of the 
Continent will bo aslced to act upon 
the Commission. It is very clear, 
however, that regulations for Brltisli 
Columbia must be very different from 
tllbs'e that would prove sati.sfactory In 
Eastern Canada or even tlie Middle 
States. Forest conditions In tills pro- 
vince are different from what they are 
In the -parts of the Continent just 
mentioned. Therefore the government 
will, we assume, ai)polnt on the Com- 
mission men having: local knowledge 
and experience. Mr. McBrlde has not 
stated that the regulations recom- 
mended by the Commission will be 
adopted in full. They will servo as a 
guide to the government and Legisla- 
ture, who after all must be the final 
judges of what is lie.st in this regard. 

ISLAND DEVELOPMENT 

There is a growing sentiment among 
the people of Vancouver Island tliat 
advantage must be taken of the pre- 
sent trend of events to secure railway 
construction that will be advantageous 
directly to th(;ir intrrcsls. They are 
not influenced by any feeling of hos- 
tility to any part of the province. In- 
deed, wo thinlc it can fairly bo claimed 
for the people of lliis Island that they 
have at all times shown tliemseh'es 
)-eady to do what in them lay for the 
j<lev'el.opmont of other parts of the 
•province. It was a "Victoria govern- 
ment," to u::<' till' expri\-;slon in vogue 
at mat time, whicli inaiiguratid tlie 
policy, wliich led to the opening of 
^iCootenay. The people of the Island 
'never complained that their reprosen- 
t.itivcs looked far afield fur tlie <'x- 
(■mplifieatiiiu of a i)Olicy baseil ui)on 
tlie potentialities of the province, but 
1 cheerfully sto.od by the mesp respon- 
sible for that policy, even though that 
government war- assailed over and 
over again, but ^\itlU)Ut truth, for aim- 
ing to advance Victoria at the ex- 
pense of British Columbia. With a 
control of the representation, the 
Island peoi)le took a broad view of tlie 
province and the result can he .seen 
111 what is now apparent throughout 
tho lower Mainland. So intent were 
the public men of that day upon the 
promotion oC everything liiat liad a 
(eudency to Iniild up the Mainland 
l.liat tiie Island ,wa.s neglected. Sur- 
\ oys andt, 'explorations were made 
years ago which showed a condition 
of things warranting a policy of ac- 
tive development, for the Islaml, hut 
ministry after ministry came and 
went and, nothing was done. It the 
people ,of the Island .thlnlc " that ' tho 
linu! has now come when tliey have 
n. right to demand coiisldevatlun in 
.{orniulatlon of any new policy, thoy 
cannot bo accused of selfishness or 



Bectlonallsm. ''''Tiia't this demand will 
be made Is altogether ' pr.obable, but 
we wish the people of the Mainland 
to understand that It Is not made in 
any spirit of hostility,: , to them, but 
only upon Its ; own'',;merlts. and be- 
cause It seems reasonable that action 
in that direction should be talten.

The increase In the twenty-three 

years seems phenomenal. Its ateadl- 
uoss is a very interesting feature. Be- 
tween 188G and 189,'! there was a grad- 
ual . gCQWUi Which nearly doubled tho 
output, and the gain kept on at about 
the same ratio until 1897, when tho 
Klondyke gold began to appear in tho 
returns. Tills led to a jump of ten 
millions, and in the next year tliere 
was even a greater gain. Klondyke 
began to (bo less productive after that, 
but tlio expansion .in valua of thC' total 
product of tlie country went on even 
more rapidly. Then there came a 
period when the figures fell slightly 
only to grow again. We suppose the 
Cobalt mines have had something to 
do with the great increases of the last 
three years. At the present rate ,of 
progress the $100,000,000 mark will be 
iiassed in a very few years, which we 
submit will make a phenomenal record 
for an undeveloped country in so 
short a period. 

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Tlie Toronto News states that per- 
sons, who have had a long connection 
with the Departments and the I'ress 
Gallery at Ottawa, say that the pre- 
sent House of Commons is the best 
since Confederation. ^Ye think with 
the Toronio paper that this Is putting 
the case more strongly than tlie facta 
warrant., altliough, of course, an ac- 
curate comparison is impossible. It is 
!)t;rlmps correct to say that tho flrst 
l)arllainents contained a greater num- 
ber of men better fitted for leadership 
than htive been found In any of the 
later Houses. Tills was natural, for 
tho men, who had led in provincial 
affairs for a long time, entered the fe- 
deral arena and bi-ouglit witli tliem 
a rijie experitnce. Po.ssibly if one 
should say that tlie present House is 
stronger in the rank and file than an\- 
of its i)rcclecessors it might bo correct, 
but at this distance it is impossible 
for any one to judge. Among the 
newer men, the News is greatly Im- 
Iiressed with jNIr. Ornhaiii and Mr. Le- 
inieux. Persons somewhat familiar 
with the trend of things look upon 
Mr. Graham as a possible premier. He 
has developed great popularity among 
tile members, and Ills conduct of the 
campaign In Ontario at tho last elec- 
tion showed that he knows the busi- 
ness of politics. Certainly he and 
Mr. Lemieux would make a strong 
team, and with Mr. Graham in the 
Premiership and .Mr. Lemieux leading 
the Quebec coiitlnfjent, llie Liberals 
would have a potent combination. 

Tho Opposition has been greatly 
strengthened in personnel by the late 
(■lections. The News says: "Mr. Bur- 
rell, of Britisli Columbia lias singular 
personal attractions and something 
like a genius for public affairs. Mr. 
Goodeve is also a noteworthy addition 
to the ranks of the Opposition, and 
indeed there is much to bo said for 
the whole Conservative contingent 
from British Columbia." Our contem- 
porary notes other men of promise on 
the Conservative side, and after men- 
tioning some of them says: 

The House loses much by Mr. Bour- 
ass,a's wiUidrawal, while Mr. Maciea'n 
plays, his 'separate role with familiar 
pertinacity and courage. Other -names 
in both parties have strong claim to 
ricognltion, and altogotlior the now 
Pariiameiu is one of which the coun- 
try has no need to bo ashamed, and 
which Is iiartlcularly noteworthy for 
the high cluu-iicter and abundant Viril- 
ity (jf tho ( >pposition. 

THE SENATE 

Senator George W. Ross was quite 

correct when he said that there Is no 
gent.'ral demand in the country for the 
abolition of tlio Senate. Public feeling 
has not reached that stage, nor do we 
SCO any reason for believing It to be 
likely to do so. There is, iiowover, a 
very geiiertil opinion that tlie Senate 
might very properly bo differently con- 
stituted, and the only reason why 
there le not a popular demand for ac- 
tion to tliat effect is- that no one seems 
to know just what to propose. Sena- 
tor Ross thinks that the subject may 
very well remain In abeyance, until -the 
government acLs, which lis as if ho

To 
quote: "What do I think of the pos- 
sibilities of Trade? That is easy to 
answer. They were never more promis- 
ing. I expect a big year and greater 
doings in tlie futui-e. Banking and 
business principles are sound in Can- 
ada. Tills is an asset in itself. In a 
word, everything Is .on the way to 
prosperity. But we must be cautious, 
and do well what we undertalie." 



Sir Frederick Borden, In answer to 
the criticism of the militia department 
and its expenditures, mentions that tho 
increase in the cost of stores and sup- 
plies is due to the Increase in tlie per- 
manent force ,on account of the tak- 
ing over of Halifax and Esquimau. 
It is good to have this authoritative 
assurance tliat the taking over of 
Esquimalt lias resulteid in an increase 
in tlie permanent force. Without it, 
the people of Victoria, who are pretty 
close to Esquimalt and liave knowl- 
edge of tho present situation there, 
might be led to believe that the de- 
fensive force of Canada was in a very 
bad way. 



Tile supplementary convention re- 
specting commercial relations between 
Canada and France lias now been 
laid before the Commons at Ottawa. 
It win doubtless be closely scrutinized. 
In Great Britain it is not viewed with 
favor, the opinion being that it will 
to a large extent nullify the benefits 
of the preference now accorded Brit- 
ish goods in Canadian markets. Tho 
Unionists arc making much of it in 
their campaign in the interests of fis- 
cal reform, pointing out that because 
Great Britain is not in a position to 
offer Canada any preference in return 
the Dominion is slipping away In so 
far as trade relations are concerned, 
and that the work of consolidating the 
Empire is thus delayed. 



The government finds it difficult to 
keep the Northwest Mounted Police 
force up to its required strength. 
Similarly, it is almost impossible to 
get men to .serve for any length of time 
ill the permaneiit- militia force. The 
trouble of cour.s«j is tile small, rate of 
pay compared witli what the men may 
earn In other v^5t>atibns. We fear that 
for many yoar.s^ to como tlie govern- 
ment will be confronted with this dis- 
ability in connection with these 
branches of the public service. Canada 
is a land of opportunity, and the popu- 
lation in, comiiaratlvely, so small that 
there is no idle class on whicli to draw- 
like there is in tho Old Country. How 
would it do to increase tlio rate of 
pay? 



Very signllicant of a change in public 
sentiment hi the matter of drastic 
temperance reform is tho announce- 
ment that the civic , election in I'red- 
ericton. New Brunswick, has resulted 
In tho defeat of tho "Scott Act" ticket, 
the nominee of whlcli advocated a 
species of prohibition. It is becoming 
clearer every day that if any practical 
stops are to be taken in the direction 
of overcoming the drink evil it will bo 
rather because of a careful effort to 
educate public opinion than through 
the application of an aggressive dras- 
tic policy. For this reason it will bo 
seen that the McBrlde government has 
taken tlie wiser course in determliting 
tliat tlie people should load the govern- 
ment on this question instead of the 
government leading the people. 



Tho British Empire is a pretty big 
thing when you come to look at It on 
the map of the world, but it appears it 
is not big enough to supply tlie people 
of England with meat. Exporters of 
this very necessary article of diet in 
the United States have for long pro- 
lltod from this situation, but If tho 
latest story from London is to be be- 
lieved, John Bull will be forced to look 
elsewhere for his meat. The medical 
health olllcer of the metropolis de- 
clares that a liirge proportion ol one 
consignment of meat from tho United 
States is badly diseased, and this dc- 
spite the fact that It boro an ofllcial 
tag that it had been inspected and 
IiassiHl as sound in the countrj- of ex- 
portation. We suppose this will lead 
to another "enciuiry" on both sides of 
the Atlantic, but are not at all sure 
tliat as a result dishonesty and fraud 
in commercial transactions will be 
heard of no more. One thing is clear, 
however, there should be the most 
rigid inspection of all food supplies at 
the point wliero they are to bo dis- 
tributed to the coiisinuer, 'i'liis ap- 
pears to be about tlic only measure of 
self- protection which an importing 
nation can take.

Some Settled Districts. • . I ij-. 
The following _ description of the 
agricultural capabilities of Sooke dis- 
trict in the southern part of the Island 
is from the pen of Mr. Thomas Murray 
and is reprinted from tho Colonist of 
December 13, 1908: 

"Having touched briefly on the scen- 
ery and some of tho potentialities of 
tho place wo now come to Its chief at- 
traction in the eyes of the agricultur- 
ist, viz., the land. Beginning about 
half way up the Harbor, at a place cal- 
led Kaplor's Bay (where the Sooke 
oysters come from) and extending in 
an unbroken tract to tho shores of the 
Straits, a distance of six miles, lies a 
stretcli of land amounting to over four 
thous.iiid acres, wlilch for richness of 
soil cannot bo excelled on the Island. 
Much of this land is cleared and cul- 
tivated and M'here proper methods 
have boon emi)loycd and the necessary 
care taken, the results have been 
such a.s to satisfy the most exacting, 
the rich soil being well supplied with 
humus and having a clay subsoil re- 
tains the moisture bo that when tho 
pasture on lighter and gravelly land 
is burned up with the drought of sum- 
mer, tho grass and clover, in this dis- 
trict remains fre.sh ana green, thus 
making dairying a proflta'ble'' industry 
here, though the long- distance from

Lying between Sooke and Victoria 
are tiie sections known as Metcliosin, 
Happy Valley and Esqulmalt. I liave 
no available data from whicli to esti- 
mate accurately the area oC arable 
land in this part of the Island, but it 
Is very conslderaljle and admirably 
adapted to fruit-raising and general 
farming. At this point It may be use- 
ful to fiuote from a pamphlet by Mr. 
Gilbert Malcolm Sproat, written in 
1872, in which he gave some statistics 
said to have been compiled from tho 
Colonist of August 7th 1S72, (Tho 
date must be a misprint, for, I do not 
find any such statistics In the Colonist 
of that date): ,

Mr. Sproat's estimate of Saanich is 
somewhat indefinite because it does 
not give any indication of tho boun- 
daries of the district included in it, 
The Saanich Peninsula Is really, geo- 
graphically speaking, that part of tho 
Island which Ilea east of Victoria Arm, 
Finlayson Inlet and Saanich Arm. It is 
about 22 miles long and Mas an aver- 
age width of perhaps 6 miles. Its 
area is probably under 90,000 acres, 
and out of It must be taken the city of 
Victoria and its residential suburbo. 
"What proportion of this is fit for 
agriculture in one form of anotlicr 
cannot bo stated with accuracy, but 
substantially the whole of It can bo 
utilized eitlier for cultivation or pas- 
ture.

of tillable land and the largo num 
her of progressive farmers who liavo 
settled there, Saanich alone produces 
a very great proportion of tlie fruit 
grown In- this end of "the'Island. Not 
alone ;n fruit, Tbut In all sorts of agri- 
cultural producis as well the district 
glve.3 pl.ace to'none." 

I quote the same wrlter's description 
of CowIchan,t which , Is one of tho most 
Intortistlng; parts jot' the Island : 

"Cowichan Valley,' or district^ Is situ- 
ated tn the eastern slo])e of Vancou- 
ver Island, and generally speaking, it 
Includes all the country lying between 
and Including Chemalnus on the nortti 
and Shawnlgan Lake on tho south, and 
all the region drained by Cowichan 
Lake and river, as well as that drain- 
ed by the Chemalnus and Koksllali 
rivers. 

"It will thus be seen that the valley 
is very extensive and diversified, the 
western portion around Cowichan 
Lake being very rugged and moun- 
tainous and covered with a heavy 
growth of the finest timber ■ to be 
found in British Columbia. But even

Tho natural wealth of tlils part of 
Vancouver Island is beyond estima- 
tion, for beside tho heavy growth of 
timber with which tho mountains are 
covered, It is well known that many 
valuable mineral depo.sits exist in that 
region which, like tho timber .and the 
agricultural land, are awaiting ■ the 
coming of the railroad." 

Tl-,is splendid district lias never fail- 
ed to elicit tho admiration of all per- 
sons who liavo visited It. Dr. Forbes 
In Ills l!ssay lays great stress ui)on its 
future value.

On tills point I again 
quote from the writer in the Colonist:

On the outskirts 
of tho City are what is known as the 
Five-Acre, Homos^eads, well laid out, 
tracts of five and ten-acre lots origin- 
ally taken up by miners. So produc-

AN UNTRUE STATEMENT 

Hon, C. iMurphy Denies Having 
Recei.ved Oriental Immi- 
gration Resolution 



The Dominion government seems to 
bo still doing some dospox-nto sido- 
stopplng on tho oriental inimlE'*'''tlon 
auestion. At tho last session of the 
local loglslaturo tho house passed a 
resolution praying that application ho 
made to tho Imperial government for 
the appointment of a Royal comnils- 
sioii to inquire into tlio clrcumstancos 
In connection with oriental innnlgra- 
tion into British Columbia. 

Tho message was duly transmitted 
to Ottawa tlirough the proper chan- 
nel, tho lieutenant-governor's ollloo, 
but no action was taken by the Do- 
minion government. Not content with 
that, the Liberal' secretary of : statu 
now, denies having received the reso- 
lution. It so happens that tho samo 
matter was brought up this session 
by Mr. Hawthornthwalte, who had 
originally littrdduted the resolution. 
In reply the provincial secretary' 
brought "dowri-W'tHe'^ ■^•cdrrespbnaertco 
which was' printed •.ta'"the -V[fltes and 
Proceedings of February 2. These let- 
tors show conclusively that the reply 
made to Jlr. J. _D. Taylor by. B6<iretary 
of state Murphy,' was'^uhtrue, as the 
resolution was submitted to the Qcy- 
ernor-Qeneral-m-Councll.

Evidently 
tliey feel that a. ready Uguro for their 
fruit witliout the necessity of under- 
taking tho work of packing and mar- 
keting will save . them a. great deal 
ot trouble. At any rate the deals with 
the Chinese have been. made. 

Such being the case' the fruit grow- 
ers In tho vicinity of Victoria expect 
to see prices slaughtered when the 
Celestial hawkers start selling tlieir 
fruit In tho city. It is with the object 
of Impo.sing some limitation on the 
Chinamen tluit tho matter ot un In- 
creafio in tho lieoiise fee is being 
iigitatcd. At iin;sent tho fee is $10 
but if the council accedes to the wishes 
of tho retail a.ssoelation it -will be 
much lilglior. It is claimed that un- 
less some such stops are taken tho 
Chinamen will alauglUor prices to tlio 
detriment of th? grower and tho mer-

JAS. FOLEY ACQUITTED 
ONjgpiNG CHARGE 

Demonstration in Court on Dis- 
ciiarge of tiie Local Boxer 
Yesterday- v ; ., 



James I<'oloy was acquitted yester- 
day on thij charge of having robbed 
John 'Reld of ?40 In tho King's Head 
salo.on bh' Saturday. F.'-i'^jH.-; Patrick, 
who was charged with him',' was also 
acquitted, the prosecution stating that 
the evidence was such- that a convic- 
tion could not be- asked for. At tho 
conclusion of tho trial there were loud 
cheor.s and hundclapiiing from the 
crowd at the back of the court. The 
magistrate sternly called for order, 
saying that It' such demonstration.s 
continued he would adopt strong 
moasuroa. A.s to tho case he would 
make ljut one remark, wlilch was that 
a considerable sum of money had dis- 
appeared whlcli had not been satisfac- 
t.orily accounted for. He would say 
no more. , 

Tho .first witness was H. C. Do- 
langton, who sdld that ho saw Foley 
fooling with Reld and another man 
who had both gone to sleep In chairs, 
but he did not see Foley talco any- 
thing .out of the man'.s pocket. Ho 
had gone out of the saloon with Foley 
nnd Patrick immediately afterwards 
and the three; had gone to a shoo 
store, where Foley had bought a pair 
of siioes. Foley had l:).ought them a 
couple of drinks and given Patrick a 
dollar. Altogether he had spent 
about $G. . ., . 

Reld could not . shed much light on 
the subject.. He had cashed a check 
for $01.50 In the saloon tho night be- 
fore, and had about $50 on him ear- 
lier in tho morning. He had spent 
the morning in tlie saloon, and bought 
a number ol" drinks. He liad shaken 
dice for a bottle of champagne but 
had not bought any. Ho had sat down 
In a cliair early in the afternoon and 
must have dropped off to sleep. AVhen 
ho awoke hl.s money was gone. His 
memory on these points was not very 
clear. Ho was certain, he said, that 
ho had not spent more than H in 
drinks. ^ 

AVm. Walton, a colored man, swore, 
thtit he saw IToley go up and slap both 
Reld and another man, who were 
sleeping in chairs, on tho back, and 
then put his hand into Reld's pocket, 
and take out a purse which he 
pocketed and soon afterwards loft the 
saloon with Patrick. T.o the magis- 
trate lie said that tho purse was a. red 
one, taken from tho liip pocket. 

R. AV. Ruggy, tho proprietor, said 
that tho accused and Reld were drink- 
ing in his place, and that during the 
morning Foley spoke to liim of Bome- 
0110 robblhg Reld and giving the wit-- 
ness half the proceeds. Ho repudiated 
what ho understood to bo a sugges- 
tion,- and-tbl^' his bartender to look 
out. To Foley he said that no per- 
son in particular had been suggested 
as the man-to dO'-the trick. 

Had Bought Champagrte. - 

There wore several wllncssos for 
the defense, tho chief one being T. 
Geary, a plasterer. Ho snid that he 
had cashed a chock for J69 in the 
'saloon that pibrnihg nnd hud ' been: 
drinking there. He- had bought cham- 
pagne- and -spent all: his money and 
not accused anybody of robbing him. 
Ho had shaken dlco for champagne 
with Reld, who had bought -wino. •The 
latter had.no money -ieft-'at. the last 
throw. He had lent Foley ?5 to buy 
some shoos. 

Joseph Errington corroborated his 
story in certain particulars. He had 
seen champagne drunk tliat morning, 
and Geary had dropped Homo of his 
money on the floor. Foley had picked 
It up and returned It to him. Other 
witnesses 'lestlfled to the carouse, and 
to tho fact that afterwards Foley had 
no money save What he had borrowed. 
On his own behalf Foley gave a der 
.tailed account of his "movements' and. 
purcha,scs and denied ajjsolutely that 
he iind stolen tho niohoy. 

Reld, rocnlled, denied that ho had 
bouglit any wine, and said that he 
had been approached by strangers who 
a.sked him to say that he liad found 
his money afterwards. He did not 
Itnow wlio tlinse men were. 

Mr. Jay .said ho w.ould 111(0 to hear 
the bartender on duty, a.s tho evidence 
was somcwdiat contradictory. After a 
reces.s ho was summoned, and he said 
that Reld had not bought any cham- 
pagne. Ho kept his money In a black 
purse. Reld had been drinking a 
good deal, and Geary had' been shak- 
ing for champagne. Ho 'tvaB down in 
tlio collar for a few minutes, and when 
ho returned Foley had gmie put. H(> 
had not soon anything of the alleged 
robbery. Ho had seen Geary lend 
Foley %!>. 

The magistrate remarked that tho 
evidence of Walton was wholly un- 
eoi-rol)oi-ated. and I'^'oloy had satisfac- 
torily proved how he ramo to h;ivo 
the money -.vlilch he had spent. Wal- 
ton said that the pur.se talcen was 
a, red one, while Reld's iiarse wa.s 
black. This led him to boilevo tliat 
Walton might have tbeen mistaken, 
and ho would discharge the accused.

HERE AMD THERE 

The increase of vagrancy is alarm- 
ing the iieople of Eastern Canada. In 
the country tramps wander about 
frightening timid, women, and.' some- 
times committing terrible crimes. By 
some of the newspapers it is taken 
for granted tliat the vagrants are all 
or nearly all men who have.. come to 
Canada either from Gi:eat vBrltain or 
«3omo of the European countries and 
who are unfitted for their now life, or 
indeed for respectable life anywhere. 

This probably is the correct exi)lan- 
ation of the marked increase in tlio 
number of this most undesirable class 
of citizens. But It must not be for- 
gotten that Canad.'i already Is produc- 
ing too large a number of vagrants, 
and It would be well to consider what 
are some of the causes which lead to 
so ead a result. 

In the first place it must be granted 
that large numbers of the men who 
follow no steady occupation iinve been 
born with some mental defect. In 
former days this class was mucli lar- 
ger, proportionately than It is now. 
In every settlement, men and women 
too, who were looked upon as more or 
loss harmless lunatics, visited the 
farmhouses periodically and the inls- 
tress of tile house often passed a 
sleepless night Avhose hospitality for- 
bade her to refuse shelter to one ot 
these wanderers. 

In our owh day, all persons of im- 
HOund mind whose relatives cannot 
Ivoep tliem at home, are confined in 
hospitals where they can Injure no 
one and where there is no danger of 
their suffering from exposure. 

If, then, the majority of tliose wlio 
have fallen Into the condition of 
"tramps" are not insane in the com- 
mon acceptation of the term, wliat arc 
the causes that lead to, their deplor- 
able condition? It would, of course, 
be Impossible in any ease to tell the 
whole story of how a briglit, liapp.v 
little boy was changed into a degraded 
useless vagrant. Yet there is among 
ourselves, a temleney whicli no ob- 
server can help noting that is likely to 
.set little feet on the path that leads 
to this kind of ruin. 

There Is a dlspoaitlon on the part of 
many parents, not all of whom are 
poor, to take children from scliool 
young and to set them to work at some 
employment whore, while earning a 
little money, they will have nnich 
time at their own disposal. Such 
children aciiuire an Impatience of con- 
trol which at their tender years Is 
very bad for them. By the time tliey 
are old enough to learn a trade they 
lack the amil'catlon and the obodlenc(! 
necessary for success and In these 
days when apprenticeship has gone 
out of fashion and an employer Is no 
longer a master, they are too apt to 
drift from one siiop to another, ending 
at best, by joining the ranks of un- 
skilled labor. It will bo fortunate in- 
deed if In the meantime they have not 
acquired habits which have unfitted 
thorn for usefulnesg^ there.'

.any steaJiy employment. Whether in a 
store, an ofllce or a workshop. He

A strange story comes from England 
which shou's how exaggerated an lde;i. 
many of the people of that eountr.v 
have of the value of sport. A Distress 
conimltte'C had provldi-d employment 
for a nimiber of idle men but had not. 
in giving tcmpor.ary relief, arranged 
the hours of work so that the men 
could sec, as u.'iuai, the football games. 
The men asked "for a re-arrangement 
of the liours of labor, to enable ;then; 
to watch football ■ matches,"; -.and 'li 
.special meeting of .the Distress' , com - 
mitteo was called to consider the ap- 
plication. Very naturally., the Lord 
Mayor was angry, and said tliat he 
thought that men who had so litthi 
sense of the litness of tilings sbouhl 
be discharged In order that others 
might get work. The eonimiltce, liow- 
e\-er, tbiok' no action. 

T'ho greatest admirer ot higltiniate 
sport cannot but see that when, whe- 
.ther with young or old, sport inter- 
fores with the real business of life, it 
becomes an evil. These English work- 
ing men- furnish an extreme exaini)le 
of what is becoming far too common.

Making the Most of Small Spaces. 

The nmjorlty of rooms In our mod- 
ern houses are square and the walls 
nuich broken up by doors and Win- 
dows, so that by the time we have 
placed the piano against one wall and 
the sofa against another there seems 
little room for anything more than a 
talile and a few chairs. 

Hanging book shelves placed above 
a table or sofa are useful economi- 
zers of .space, while small book or 
magazine stands placed out In the 
room are both decorathc and useful. 
They have tin; advantage, too, of be- 
ing "easily moved. 

Often a window sill can be ex- 
tended and shelves buill beneath it. 
And many a mantelpiece has been 
transformed ;hy having book shelves 
built about it. A novel Idea is to 
build shelves around the trims of a 
door. Of course, these should be nar- 
row, but wide enough to hold severiil 
books. Tin; shelf across the top 
should be arranged tor large pieces of 
decorative potter.v. This treatnient of 
a door is m.ost effective, as the bright- 
ly colored books give a pretty touch 
of color. 

In arranging a room with little 
available wall space It Is well to place 
I he furniture at right angles to the 
wall. For instafiOCiathe sofa or settee 
should be ;p]accd at right angles to 
the mantelplece.1 If there Is an open 
fireplace this arrangement is pretty 
and practical. .The piano. If upright, 
should have a curtain hung across the 
back and be placed out In. the room: 
a desk or sofa " may Qje arranged 
against the back of It. 

When buying a desk for a small 
ro'oni It Is well to choose one with a 
drop front, as the.'se take up little room 
when closed. If the desk has; neither 
cupboards nor drawers below, a stool 
should be bought to go with It rather 
thiin a chair, as it .may bo pushed 
underneath the desk -.when not in use. 

In a small rooln' where the furni- 
ture Is not placed against the wall 'It 
is necessary tha.t everj^thlng should be- 
secure'.'.Th'ere niiist be nb 'heavy Iffrtlp* 
on insecure tables; no vases with small 
bases to topple ovet- at the slightest 
jar. 

I know a .house .with a wide stair- 
way and a fair-sized landing, halt 
way up, having two windows. Win- 
dow seats have been built Iiere with 
shelves undei'ueutli f.or magazines. 
There l.s a- small t;il)le in the corner 
of the landing on which the telephone 
Is iilaced. The young mlntress sjiends 
much of her time here sitting on the 
padded window seals, from where she 
is able to command a beautiful view 
of the garden; ! /, ■ - . 

On the 'landing above Is' 'kept -the 
sowlng-niachlnsj'and the young.house- 
koeper uses this spot for sowing.-room 
and store-room. . Packing-boxes have 
been maile with hinged lids and cov- 
ered- with cretonne. These are used 
to store blankets and the like, besides 
being used iis window seats. 

A bencli with a few cushions and, 
perhaps, a small table beside ' it is 
about the .best one can do with a long, 
narrow Inill, as It does not lend itself 
to making : attract^ve corners. We 
should make the'."most of our halls 
and ■ landings. , ' •' 

A space always, appears smallest 
when unfurnls'hedi so we must not 
nondejnn' a. corner as (being "too,smnir> 
until we have tried putting furniture' 
there,-r-Dorothy. Tuke, in The Circle. ■

STEVENSON^ LETTERS 

A curresiiondent sends me an .article 
on Stevenson and ills "Cumniy" by 
tbe Lord''- Advocate of Scotland, from 
a Xovepibcr number, it Is Illustrated 
by a reproduction from a photograph 
of "Cuinmy" and the Duchess of yutli- 
erland, taken last summer, the old 
nurse seated and her grace, standing. 

Lord Guthrie has In his possession 
twelve of fnose precious letters writ- 
ten by Louis to ills nurse, and he 
makes a point ot what lie conceives to 
be a fact, viz., that they were meant 
only for Cummy's eyes, fron-i the flrst 
in 1871 when he was unknown, to the 
last, written shortly before his death. 
But, remembering an instance in Eva 
Blantyro Simpson's delightful book on 
Stevenson's Edinburgh Days, we can- 
not be 80 sure .of .that/ . ^Ilss Simpson 
tells about thdse a.oharmlngV literary 
notes Louis was \vont to write day by 
day to "Walter Simpson; and how one 
evening his friend took one. out of his 
pocket and threw it into the lire with 
a merry remark to , Louis implying 
tiiat If he were writing these.ifor pos- 
terity It was. labor lost, they had one 
destiny only. 

-' Alison Cunningham herself only pre- 
served thirteen of the letters written 
lo her by her beloved laddie. Nor did 
she preserve any of the child's produc- 
tions dictated to her before he could 
.write. She . told Lord, Guthrie that 
once she stopped midway In writing 
with: "Lew, this Is nonsense you're 
saying. I'm not going to write a word 
more." "Never you mind, Cumniy. just 
you write away," was the somewhat 
imperious reply. Of the twelve letters 
owned by Lord Guthrie, five have not 
been printed. The throe from which 
he quotes, I have seen before— at least 
two of them. Th(! llrsl was written in 
1S71, when he was over twenty. 

"Do not suppose that I shall ever 
forgot those long, bitter nights when 
I coughed and coughed, and was so 
unhappy and you were so patient and 
loving with a poor sick child. Indeed, 
Cumniy, I wish I might become a man 
wortli talking of, It It were only that 
vou should not have thrown away your 
pains. Next time, when the spring 
comes round, and everything Is begin- 
ning once again, if you should happen 
to tbink tluit ymi might have had a 
child of your own, and it was hard 
that you .sliouid hav<? spent so many 
years taking care of some one else's 
iirodltrai, Just you think tills, you have 
made mucii that is in me, just as sure- 
ly as if you had conceived me, and 
tliere are sons who are more ungrate- 
ful to their own mothers than I am to 
•j-ou. For I am not ungrateful, my dear 
Cummy, and it is with a very sincere 
emotion that I write myself your little 
boy, 

"LOUIS." 

One Is dated April, 1887, Bourne- 
mouth, where he was living for 
health's sake. "As I write, there Is a 
blackbird singing in our garden trees, 
as It were at Swanston, I would like 
fine to go up the bumside a bit, and 
sit by the pool; and be', Voung again — 
or no, be what I am, only there In- 
stead of here, for just a little. . . .

SUfeiy no writer excci)t Lamh was 
ever so loved as Stevenson, By and 
by when tho time comes, we shall, un- 
fortunately, know more about the 
faults of his life. But nothing can 
make hini less loved. To me, the most 
beautiful trait In Stevenson's charac- 
ter was his nobility in friendship. Ilo 
was so true in that. And how easy It 
had been for him to bleed his friends, 
fcr they ndm'irod and loved him so. 
I do not think that there is evidence 
that ho ever "used" a friend. — Mani- 
toba liYee Press.

AVhlle there arc some wlio argue that 
it is unnecessary the majority believe 
that the move is In the right direc- 
tion and that its effect will be the 
jireventlon of wholesale slaughter of 
the feathered game of western Can- 
;ida during the forthcoming open sea- 
sons. Among those who Indulge in 
•the chase In the fall of the year, when 
pheasants, grouse, quail, deer, and 
other varieties of' small and big game 
sire legitimate or legal prey, rnerely 
for the pleasure they derive therefrom 
the automattc gtxn la beld in "holy 
horror." They would not be seen 
i'arrylngf' BUUh . an""' Instriiinerit. Its 
presence as an item in their parapher- 
halla would 'be <K>ns]dered as the means 
of dragging their prestige as hunters 
In the dust as converting them from 
gentlemen sportsmen, -who are out for 
the fun and not solely to see how 
large a bag they can accumulate, into 
incro "pot hunters." And so those 
who have held to their established 
principles rejoice In the action that 
is being taken by the provincial gov- 
ernment. 



In 190S, p.Tssed an order 'n council

otlior tlian by the lessees of tlie seal 
rookeries of tho Pribyioffs. until Aug- 
ust begins. Thosf^ two sciioonera nnrt 
tho Tiiomas F. Bayard, and possibly 
also tile Umbrina, may form tho en- 
tire soaliuK fleet from \'ictoria this 
season, unless tiie sealing company re- 
considers its reported drtormination 
not to scad out mere tlian a couple of 
its vessels this j-car. 

■Meanwhile Joseph Boseowitz, off tills 
city, who went east some months ago, 
has been busily engaged in bringing 
the ponding questions regarding pe- 
lagic sealing and the hampering re- 
strictions placed upon the Industry to 
the attention of the autiiorltiea in Ot- 
tawa, Washington and London. He Is 
still engaged in this worlc. 

"While tho fur-seal hunters of this 
coast are not so busy as of yore tho 
hunters who go in steamers — it is not 
permitted to use steani-propelled craft 
in fur-.sealing — from Newfoundland are 
busy, Yesterday was tho date of tho 
annual departure of the fleet, and 
twenty-two steamers went out. as com- 
pared with 21 last year, the Increased 
tonnage of some of the new steamers 
used, some of which are equlpijed witli 
wirole'ss telegraphic apjiaratu.^, en- 
abling four hundred men .more than 
usual to take part 'in the voyage. Tho

.losses and' dlsappolntfnenti 'that some 
b'£ the outfltt^s lo^t. heavily, hut tho 
ilum^er of heavy old seals taken even- 
tually brought the gross results near- 
ly up to those of an average year. 
.Judging by averages and Indications, 
this ought to bo a good, if not an ex- 
.tra good, year, .and the fact that one 
'of the new steamers is ef|uipi)ed witii 
a wireless telegniphy outfit may help 
to relieve the anxiety. It Is to bo 
noted that tills year's fleet includes 
five steamers new to tlie trade, four 
of which cost about Sir)0,flOO each and 
the other, the Florlz.el, which will be 
put on the Xcw York, Halifax and St 
John's cargo and pasHciiger pervlce 
.subsequently, is fre.^li from her build- 
er's yaid at a cost of about $300,000,

News' was brought *»y • the steamer 
Makura that the Australian govern- 
ment has resolved .that A.Ustralla Is to 
havo a small modern fleet of her own 
apart from the Royal navy. Australia 
lias obsolete ships at tho present — 
the Cerberus and other antUiultles. and 
i,s to 'iiave modern ships now on exact- 
ly tho same footing. These siiipa are 
not meant by tlie government to re- 
place the Australian sciuadron of the 
Royal navy, 

ilr. Deakln's scliomo was to build 
al.x do.stroycrs, nine submarines, and 
two depot slilps. He originally siiolce 
of the loan of four small cruisers. The 
idea of cruisers was afterwards given 
up. It is now stated that the Aus- 
tralian government does not Intend to 
bulkl cruleers, and that the three sub- 
marines which appeared on Mr. Doa- 
kin's programme Imvo been also given 
up. Tho government- does not bollovo 
that cruisers can yet be built- wltliln 
reasonablo expense in Australia. If 
they are nocessnry In the near future 
for training an arrangement iniglit be 
made to obtain thcni. But tlie gov- 
ernniont believes tluit destroyers can 
bo roasonabb- built there. Tlie author- 
ities are absolutely agreed as to tlii«. 

No scheme for tho future training 
of Australian ofllcors and eri^ws has 
been settled, nor has It been aotlled 
whether they ought to bo trained In 
part on the ships ot tho Royal navy or 
wholly on the Australian flotilla. Mr. 
DeaUin was, when he loft office, nego- 
tiating with tho admiralty for tho 
training of tho Australian crews In 
British ehlps. The present govern- 
ment has not gimo on with those ne- 
gotiations and it has not closed them. 
'I'he question is still open to bo de- 
cided by tho cabinet. 

Mr. Deakin's scheme for training 
seamen and olllcers for the Australian 
navy was, with regard to tho n\cn, In- 
.stead of the present subsidy, ho was 
going to offer 1.000 or 1100 Australian 
sailors to the Boyal navy; to be train- 
ed in the Royal navy, and then, as far 
us pOHiiible, used In the Australian 
navy. The place of those Australians 
who wore training on the British fleet 
would apparently bo taken by British 
Bailors serving on tho Australian fleet. 
Each fleet would be under Its own 
govornmcnt In peace or war, unless the 
parliament that owned it otherwise 
willed. The question of control has 
not been altered by the present gov- 
ernment building Its own sfalp's.

When the Makura left 'Sydney 'a dis- 
cussion was in progress-as'-to- Whether 
the •proposed ■ Australlatts^sdestroyers 
should be built In Sydn^ or In Eng- 
land. Senator Pearce, the minister tor 
dofenco. proposes ha\'ing tho vessels 
built In England anOI sending Aus- 
tralian shipwrights to assjat In tlie 
construction. Ho said this would en- 
able the men sent to England to re. 
turn competent to aid others in tho 
construction of similar craft in Aus- 
tralia, He said: "Every nation that 
has a navy has ii.sualiy gone to older 
nations to learn the worlc. The foun- 
dation of tho Japanese navy consisted 
ot boats buUt In European countries. 
Then tlioy started their own work, and 
In a very small way. 

"It would not be well to tru.st solely 
to specifications for our llr.st efforts at 
local construction," said the mlnlstur. 
"In Great Britain some time ago the 
Imiic-rlal government gave orders for 
fifty of these torpedo boats in one 
year, distributing them over a number 
of llrms. The woric proved, however, 
to be HO highly specialized that by tho 
time they had completed their con- 
tracts Bomc of tho firms wore almost 
ruined. Brasaoy's Nayal Annual shows 
that really there are only half, a dozen 
firms in Great Britain WhO( build these 
boats, '.' 

"It Is proposed t6, se^d to EJngland 
about ton or a dozen men. The naval 
director says there are a number of 
promising young follows In the deiiart- 
ment that ho would iiko to recommend.

They will be only leading 
hands. We can easily fill up tlie staff 
In Australia with general ^rorkmon 
and labor<'rs.

Captain of Dismasted Barks Tolls of 
Voyago Bound "To Chili or 
the Bottom." 



The .clorv of the advonturous voy- 
age of tho Chilian bark Katiia il.-ili, 
reported dlKmasti-d at Taliltl sonie 
tlnio iti?!), was brought hy the sti'.ain- 
er Makura from Ncwi-astle, where 
(.'apt. jMcLeaii, Ium- master, had ni-- 
rlved on ills way to Valparaiso, 'I'lie 
Kaion Hall, left nt Tahiti after lier 
inaatbr sought without result to go 
"to Chill or the bottom," was sold to 
a French firm for $15,000. ,Tho oaii- 
tain stated that tho day after he loft 
Newcastle ho Btriick bad weathor. and 
with tho exception of two days of 
calm he was lief^et with gales until 
he reached 'i'.'iliitl. On the second 
nlnht out from Newcastle tiio vessiil's 
lower foretopMali >ard was carried 
aw.ay. ibit tla' \'oyage was rontlnucd, 
and wlieii off the Mortii ("apii of Nnw 
Zealanii an opi)ortunlty came to re- 
pair the daiiiago, during two da:'s of 
fine weather — th(! only two experi- 
enced on tile vo^■ag(•. The broken 
yards were lashed wltli wire ropes, 
and everything made snug for tho rest 
of tho voyage. Then another gale 
sprang up, and when Jn latitude 30.17 
soiith and longitude 150.01 west tho 
bark wa.s almost totally .disabloil. .^Tho 
lower topsail yard which' had been ro- 
P'lired wi(h this time carried away al- 
togotlier. The three main liaekstays 
were io.si, and tiic oiiier top>;;iii ym'd 
was als(j f^arrled uwa,\', In addlllon to 
a, quantity of tin; rigging. Captain 
Maclean s.'ild; "I then made up my 
iTilnd to go north and tr^• to make 
the tropics. Hut I hardly expected 
ever to see Ijind again. "When we 
wero off New Zealand llio mate want- 
ed nie to put back, but I said wo 
would either go to;iChlII clr to the bet- ' 
torn. The weather continued, bad,^ and 
when ' We -"Wero Hn r ltttltuaoV'Sfl* to? 32.23- 



south and longitudo 144 west ^va had 
another disaster, which left us com- 
pletely disabled. I lost the main top- 
mast, and tho only yard I had left 
wa.^ the foroyard. "We were three 
days and - nights cutting u-way the 
wreckage, as tho worlc had all to bo 
done with a chisel and hammer. 

"Ono boat had been smashed to 
pieces, but, fortunately,.. the other two; 
were j,^i»ie'. ;,'Wo^wer,et; rolling about in 
the' sea ''for"' days, 'Sometimes able to, 
make ab.out a krtot-an hour, with tho 
wash of the sea.- For. 36 days tlie only 
sails we had on the bark wero tlio- 
forcsall, two Jibs, and two staysails. 
At tho end of this I calculated that 
wo wero 82 miles from Taijltl, and 
soon after we sighted land. 1 never 
expected to make land, however, .as 
t!ie vessel was waterlogged from .tho 
seas that were continually breaking 
oy.er her, so I had preparatlpn8,.niade 
J.tori getting out tlie boats' .and aban- 
doning the ship. 

"Then a small schooner was sighted. 
This turned out to be the Tamarolt, 
a schooner with a small auxiliary oil 
engine, bound from Tahiti to tho 
Ponapo group, with a cargo of mor- 
clmndiso. AVhoii she camo alongside 
I asked tlie captain to tow us to 
Tahiti. He wanted to tako It as a 
salvage job, but I absolutely refused 
to pay salvage, as I would rather have 
abandoned the vessel altogether. Any- 
how, ' He agreed to tow us to Tahiti 
for £600. "We got a line aboard, and 
he then towed us into the harbor, but 
it was a tedious task, for thd sfiho.on- 
er could not'make more thaii al'out 
a knot and a half or two knot.s with 
u.i. Just as wo got inside tho oil en- 
gine gave out. and wo had to drop 
anchor, liut wo were tlien safe." 

"Before this," said Captain Mac- 
lean, "there was a disturbance on tlie 
baric amongst tiie sailors, ono of 
whom was killed. Wliiist wii wero 
preparing and provisioning the life- 
boats ono of the . Hall.or.s stole some 
liquor from the cabin, and made him- 
self drunk; ttaet^ while the officers 
Wore at dinner he q'liarrellod with the 
rest of the crow, and drawing a knife 
stabbed two of them. One of the 
men who was stat)bcd o\-or the eye 
died nln<' days later. The drunken 
sailor was put in Jrons, and on arrl- 
\'al at Taiiiti was lianded ,o\'er to tlio 
Ciiilian con.sui. The man wlio was 
killed was a Piillippino named Matl- 
ano Teres, but tho rest of the crew 
wore all Chilians. "With tho one ex- 
ception mentioned, they behaved verv 
well throtighout the terrible voyage." 

The steamer '\^^dso, of tho Eoscowitz 
Steamship company, is undergoing re- 
pairs at tlie Victoria Machinery depot. 
She brought 2,000 cases of salmon from 
the north. 

The [Tnited States navy department 
lias signed contracts for two siibma- 
rliK! lioats to bo known aa tiie Pickerel 
and tlie Skate, to be constructed by 
Moran Bros, company, of Seattle, for 
use In Pacific waters. Tlicao boats 
will be somewhat larger than the Oc- 
tojjus type and tho latest models of 
tlieir kind, although the det,o.lipd iilaiis 
are a secret ot the navy department. 

When tlie barknntlne AVrestlor 
reaches Callao -wltii a cargo of lumber 
from Portland ari effort will bo made 
to dispose of her. Kow sailing vessels 
are In service In the coastwise trade, 
and in anotlier year It is said the en- 
tire trafllc will "be liaiulled by .steam 
Mchooners. The owners of the "Wrest- 
ler havo l)oen .adding to th('Ir steam 
schooner fleet as ' rapidly as possible 
during the past^t'.vo years. Tho sev- 
eral otjier, rpnipaRlps operating coast- 
ers nave Ve6h .jAiri^ing ;the same ijol- 
ipy. When uh"aWfe "'tcS dlsp'ose wf tho 
Avindjainmers. th^jtH^were.- usually tied 
up. vi'It Is esttitti^ii^^thatiiif^ol^alve of 
tho salmon fleet there are- no more 
than 15 or 20. . aphiooiiers, barks and 
bnrkontines operating on tho Pacific 
coast. At the time of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake ajid firo practically nil 
tho coast tonnage was madu up of 
sailing vessels — that is, those whlcl: 
wero engaged ■ in-' the lumber trade. 
Rut Inmiediately after tliat disaster 
tho owners began 'to acquire steam 
tonnage and soon had every shipyard 
In California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton running to full capacity turning 
out new steam seliooners for them. In 
a few months following the earthquake 
and fire, thirty-llve such craft had 
been built and placed In active service, 
transporting lumber to California.

Syrian Merchants in Montreal Charged 
With Evading Customs — Largo 
Sums-; Involved 



Montreal, l\Iar. 0. — An alleged amug- 
gllhg conspiracy Is being InvoMtlgafcd 
here by Judge. Cassels. of Toronto. The 
peoplo who are implicated are Syrians, 
and it IsVsald: that largo amounts of 
goods ha'vo been entered duty free. 

Tho case was laid on complaint of a 
man named Uicliard Candor, who had 
boon head smuggler, but later turned 
informer. Acting on his information, 
actions were taken againsl the Da- 
mascus .Tewellery Co., of Montreal, 
for Jin, 000 and against Margli Lafonc, 
of .Montreal, for ?20,000, 

Candor gave evidence showing that 
ho had been employed In IDOG to 
smuggle goods into (Jntarlo and Que- 
bec, His modus opc raiidi was to havo 
the goods Hont to hliu at an address at 
Lislioii, N.Y., across from IrO(iuols, 
Out. He tiien row(.'d aeross the river, 
secured tho goods and returned to iro- 
<|Uols, later Hliliiping hi:; good to his 
firm in Montri>aI.

Large Areas of Fields t'loughed Up By 
Little Anamils 



Split Has Arisen in Socialist 
Party Over Proposed

London. March 10. — In every county 
and !;: almost every country parish of 
the .South and Mi'.Uands, iiiole-s havo 
appeared this winter in numbers uulto 
unprecedented. Even from the railway 
tr.ain one can see Held after Held 
ploughed up by them, in some cases tho 
fre.shly turned heaps being not more 
than a foot apart. JIany grass llelds 
In the I'.elghliorhood of Peterborough 
look from a distance like rough pioug- 
lami.s. In Komo of the light Surrey 
lands to tin; north of Oulldl'ord one can 
at any moment see the process of tho 
tlirowlng ui) of these fountains of soil, 
and terriers have bccn taught the diffi- 
ciiit art of killing the ^molc^- as . they 
tunnel near the surface. "The. earth 
almost tumbles over your boots as you 
walk," said a Surrey keeper. 

In parts of Leicestershire it has been 
proposed to levy a rate for reducing 
tho plague. • Huntingdonshire is over- 
run. .Tlip appearance of a Nortli Hert- 
fordshire park has been ruined, and the 
sumo appearance of Innumerable silted 
heaps Is to be observed in lleld.s north 
of Bournemouth and others near Head- 
ing. The Increase of mole.s is due to 
tlie scarcity of hunters and trappers in 
recent years. On the otlier hand, foxes 
are becoming so scarce In England that 
many of the bunt clubs have nothing 
to do .

London, Mai'. 10.— Lord Ardilaun has 
to allow the London County ' Council to 
piceo a tilblet on his residence, 11 
Carlton House terrace, recording the fact 
that Mr. Gladstone once lived there. 
This Is the first time tlnit the Council 
has found anything but tlio readiest ac- 
iiulescenco on the >part of proprietors of 
houses once Inhabited by.'.famous men 
in a request of this kind. Lord Ardilaun 
evidently Imagines that 'oy his refusal 
he Is in some sort getting even with .Mr. 
Gladstone for bringing forward a Home 
llule lilll, to which ho was liltterly op- 
posed. This indicates at once a very 
unsophisticated' condition of general iii- 
tolllgcnco, and a deplorable deptli of par- 
tisan Intolerance; but, after .'ill. wiiat 
moru i.s to be said, except that it Is 
Lord Ardllavin's way? It creates sur- 
prise ami is very bad policy, ''.lUt It will 
create no surprise where Lord Ardilaun 
Is belter known. l^ven one of hi."? 
neoiicws, Mr. AVuIter Guinness, appears 
to have pleaded with him against put- 
ting tills slur on the family name, but 
fruitlessly. 

This Incident recalls tlio history of 
Mlliais' fine portrait of Mr. C.iadstone, 
which seeniK to liavo been a singularly 
Ill-fated work of art. AViien Mr. CJlad- 
stoiio wrought In his Land Act of 1881 
the Diiko of Westminster packed off the 
portrait to bo sold by a dealer. He took 
e.'ire. however, to get a very good price 
for it from the multi-millionaire elieml- 
eal fertilizer manufacturer. Sir Clia.'i. 
Teniiant, of Tlie Glen, I'ei'blesliire. tlien 
still unbnronetted. But Its vicissitudes 
(11(1 not stop thoro, for when Sir Cliarie.s 
Tonnant changed his political opinlon.s 
in hlH old ago, becoming a Unloni.st 
Tariff Beformer, he, too got rid of tlio 
portrait. Tlierefore, Lord Ardilaun lia.s 
botli an Knglish and a Scottish precedent 
for tlio sort of political pettiness tliat 
dictated ills reply to the London County 
Coimeil. 

Lord ,\rdilaun was in the House of 
Conimoiis for .several year.'s with Mr. 
Gladstone, wiio was generally abi,' to 
gain tht! personal esteem of his bitter- 
est political opponent.". Lord Ardilaun. 
as a mark of respect to the memory of 
his father, Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness, 
Bart, who died in May, 18G8. was allow- 
ed to enter the House of Commons as 
his father's successor In the representa- 
tlon of Dublin without a contest, and he 
sat tluiM in the House of Commons from 
his father's death. till the general elec- 
tion of Novem'aer, '1868.''. In" 188(t he'iwas 
made a peer. His conduct is in marked 
contrast with the attitude of Mr. Bal- 
four, who. a.s leader of the Tory party, 
has invariably expressed himself in 
terms of respect and admiration of Mr. 
Gladslo'no during his llfettmo and after, 
his death. At Mr. Gladstone's funeral at 
Westminster Abbey Mr. Balfour tvas the; 
foremost of the pallbearers.

Dublin Mar. 10. — Ireland lias another 
martyr, Mr. James 1». Farrell, National- 
ist member of Parliament for North 
Longford, who has Just been sentenced 
to a term of six months In Kllmalnliam 
Jail; for. publishing "boycotting" notices 
•ln-"«ts"'ne'wspaper. The case against Mr. 
Farrell caine up In the King's Bench 
division before the Lord Baron, JuHtlce 
Johnson, and Justice Boyd. The Crown 
was ■ represented 'jy the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, ' Solicitor-General, and Dudley 
White.' Mr. li-arrell conducted his own 
d«fenc3.' The' Attorney-General said this 
was an application that the defendant 
be re(|uir<'d to find sufficient suretb^s to 
lie of good beliavlor, and In default he 
might lie comniitted to prison. 

District-Inspector Hirst had made r.n 
affidavit' that for some lime past llie 
"Longford Leader," a newsijaper circul- 
ating In Longford district, had been pub- 
lishing boycotting and intlniidalory no- 
tices emanating from liranciies of tli.' 
local I'nited Irish League and referring 
to individuals by name. It had also 
.^,)een publishing editorial articles of a 
similar tendency. He was informed and 
believed that J. P. Farrell. M.P.. was 
the editor and manager of tlie "Liingford 
Leader," On ()etol)er 9 hi' called on J. P. 
Farrell and drew ills attention to the 
fact that lie wan publishing these In- 
timldatory notices, and that he would 
be prosecuted by the Government for do- 
ing so. lie replied that thete 'was no 
answer. 

Tile Attorney-General, proceeding with 
the reading of .Mr. Hirst's affidavit, -said 
i;e was in charge of tlio Longford dis- 
trict for almost seven years. Portion.s 
of the emiiity were usually let and 
taken for gr;i-/.lng purposes every year, 
init for tli.^ past IS months an agita- 
tion iiad b'Hii In progress dlrcctpd 
.against llie lei ting or taSing any land 
(or grazing purposes. He had received 
the several resolutions and articl.?s rc- 
f.-rred to. From ills experience lie 
would say tiiat language such as tliat 
re|)()rted lo have been used by ,1. I>. 
Karr. ll. and language suol# as applied 
in tlie resolution and articles, v/crc gon- 
erally calculated to cause social disor- 
ders, (listur'ianco of tile public peac.^. 
an 1 -.tir up and promot.' disei.ntenl. If 
.Mr. !'"iirr. il v.'a;; permittc.i to r.peat Ins 
langu.age t'ltre wouhl be a developnn.nt 
of lawlessness, disorder, and breaches of 
the peace throughout the district. In 
I he isRu,^ of November 7, under tlio 
lieiiiiing of "The Dnii.^ins Brandies."

tiirli.iiy o.'' a farm against tiie wislies of 
tiie l.-iiaiits. lo whom tiie farm was us.'- 
less witiioiit It- That, however, did not 
Justify tho '■-joycottlnff-.resolutlon siibse- 
quently passed by the?TieaRue,'-added tho 
witness. Hirst further admitted that 
ho did not tJiink In the case of the 
Moore estate incident that defendant In- 
tended any physical violence by Ills 
speech, nor did he (lllr-st) believe any- 
one had much sympathy with Mr. Mar- 
tin. . 



Defendant, addressing the Court, said 
tills prosecution would not tend to good 
order In the county or^ to the peace and 
quiet of the rWrotohed'-personB who had 
been madefitho" todlsi'df ? the' Government 
In this conteniptlble business.'' Hopes 
engendered In people's breasts by Mr. 
Wyiidhain's Lund Act were thwarted by 
men like the witnesses Martin and 
Gelean. Not very long ago. In the ab- 
senso of a popular- organization to ex- 
press popular feellngr?»',tlie'-T;llv,6s-'0f, such 
men wotild not' litiv'o been"' worth a day's 
purciiase. 

The Chief Baron decided that tho 
Court was bound to conclude that sucii 
language as was used in the defen- 
dant's recent speecii and in the resolu- 
tion to make a ring of fire round Mar- 
tin, etc., was calculated to have a dan- 
gerous influence on. the minds of those 
to whom It was addressed. The Court 
had a duty to ' perform,' aS oh Its firm 
action might depend the lives of per- 
sons in Longford, Mr. Farrell, declin- 
ing to give any assurances or undertak- 
ings, was ordered to find security in

first-cluss prisoner.'. Mr. Farrell declin- 
ed to give tlie required security, and 
was accordingly sent to prison. 

Peforo starting for prison Mv. Farrell 
was tendered a big reception by his fel- 
Icw-lownsinen of Longford. Beplylng 
to an address Mr. Farrell said he could 
not find words to thank all his friend.s 
from town aiid country for the spon- 
taneous and inithusiastic send-off to 
Kllmalnliam Hotel. They had now the 
dusty old fusty bones of Edward the 
Third resurrected GOO year.s after his 
dentil to imprison — not a rogue or a 
vagabond — as poor old Ned wanted lo 
do, hut to muzzle and to gage the Presfl 
In Ireland. 'Piiat surely was a nice spec- 
tacle for a Liberal Government lo pre- 
sent to tiie people of Ireland, and the 
lenture of the whole mean, cowardly 
transaction was " that fhij Clbvermn'ciit 
waited until Parliament was over and 
tiie Irish party scattered ''aeforo thev 
took this civil , action towards hini. 
Thoy asked him to • glvej biaU' tO' lie of 
good behavior. The foundation " of his 
case was that he liad never been of 
bad behavior. He eiainied himself to bo 
Just as respectable a man and as worthy 
a citlzoii as either Asqulth or BIrrell 
or CMieiry or any otlier hanger-on of llie 
present Liberal Government; Further- 
■nore, ho saltl that on grounds of grati- 
tude alone this Government should be 
the Inst that would prosecute lilm as a 
rogue and a vagabond because he. witli 
Messrs. MacNeiii. .Mannettl, and Duffy 
was one of the four Irishmen who, by 
crossing to London on the ISlh July, 
1 005, helped to make up tho majority of 
four by which the Balfour Government 
got a defeat on tiie night of tlie lOlli, a 
defeat from wliich It never recovered.

Mr. Farrell was wlldiv cheered by hl.s 
friends, and every mention of the naincs 
of members of tlie Government wa.s 
greeted with loud groans and cat-call.s. 



NEW MUSKETRY 



Solano System Promises to Mark New 
Era in Military Shooting 



London, Mdrch O.-^Tlfe" Solano sys- 
tem of musketry training for miniature 
rllle ranges, wlilcli tlie British army 
council has formally approveii, .pro- 
mises to revolutionize the system of 
military shooting in this country. Ever 
since tho South African war the fu- 
tlhty of the present hull's-cye target 
has boon fully recognized, but Its abo- 
lition has been delayed for want of an 
adecpiate .substitute. BuH's-cye shoot- 
ing oiicourages slow, deliberate aim 
and accuracy, v.'hereas niodoni war 
oonditions demand rapid firing, dia- 
tiince judging, and eye training. Tho 
low proportion of hits in actual war- 
fare to the number of shots tired has 
often been (commented on, the neces- 
sity for snap-shooting with almost in- 
stantaneous aiili'belhg no doubt large- 
ly respoiisilile. Mr. Solano's practice 
targets imitate as nearly as possible 
tho actual conditions under "ivhich 
riflemen v.'ould have to act during war- 
Guns, moving trooiis, etc.. are depicted 
on tliese targets with .such coloring, 
llg'nting and proportions as, to stlmu- 
late tlie actual battlefield. Best of all. 
tin; system makes ..Instruction. In field 
firing possible, tv'ithln .the . radius of a 
room or ' a barraok-yard, and ■ those 
who ha've tested the targets, , 'say that 
even as a sport tho^ new .firing practice 
la fascinating. Mr,, Solano's Invention 
seems likely to do a' good deal" for tho 
cause of national defence than many 
more anlbltlons schemes.
